mine disaster in the history of t%e State 
occurred at Carbonado to-day. 

It is reported here that % men have been 
taken out of the Carbonado Mine alive, 60 
bodies have been recovered, and 70 men are 
‘probably dead as the result of an explo- 
sion of fire-damp to-day in shaft No. 7. 

Soe far as known, the following were 
killed, either by the explosion of the fire- 
damp or suffccated by black damp, which 
usually follows:

The depth of the mine varies from 560 to 
about 1000 feet, according to the contour 
of the surface.

Just at this moment, 8:45 p. m., a number 
of men have been pulled up through the 
timber chute near the summit of Wingate 
Hill from a depth of several hundred feet.

All of them are badly blackened 
and burned and they are immediately taken 
to the company’s hospital, and are wrapped 
in cloths soaked in linseed oi] by Drs, Just- 
wart of Carbonado, Johnson of Fairfax, 
Charles Taylor of Wilkeson and Drs.

Former Agent of the Boers in London 
Says That Both Sides Will 
Grow Tired of Fighting. 


LONDON, Dec. 9.—Montague White, the 
former Boer agent here, after spending the 
recent weeks with Dr. Leyds at Brussels, 
has returned to his home in Engiand, 
Where he is living quietly. While he has 
no official connection with the Transvaal, 
Mr. White keeps in touch with those who 


Sympathize with the Boers. He has been 
invited to lecture in the United States, 
but has declined. Mr. White intends to re- 
turn to Johannesburg, where he has much 
property, when the war is over. He duubts 
however, that his holdings there are wortn 
much, belleving that the Boers will wreck 
te town and mines before surrendering. 

“We no longer,’’ said Mr. White, have 
cable connection with President Kruger, 
s@ lam unable to speak detinnely regard- 
ing Boer opinion of the progress of the 
war. I do believe, however, that after botn 
sides have had more fighting they will 
grow tired and that an offer by President 
McKinley to arbitrate will be accepted, 

“President Kruger will not surreuder un- 
til the last ditch, and that will not be 
reached before battles are fought far hard- 
er than have yet marked the campaign. 
Even if President Kruger wished to make 
terms he could not do so. The women alone 
would prevent it, for the Boer women, 
though usually phlegmatic and taking lit- 
tlie part in the affairs of men, when roused 
to the present pitch, are perhaps a moe 
serious factor than the Boer commandos.

In celebration of that anniversary, White- 
law Reid, who was a member of the com- 
mission, ertertained at dinner this evening 
at New York the members of the ‘Peace 
Commission.’’ 

A United States army, composed of near- 
ly 100,000 ren, is under arms. Sentries 
of this great army are standing guard over 
territory from the Western to the Eastern 
Hemisphere. 

Since the signing of the treaty of Paris, 
one year ago, more troops have been placed

civil War.

BRUTAL TREATMENT IS CHARGED 
AGAINST TROOPS. 


Wholesale Arrests Made on Blanket 
Warrants and the Innocent Are 
Made to Suffer With 
the Guilty. 


Prisoners came in fast, and it became 
a serious question how to house them. 
For three weeks hundreds were kept in 
box cars on the track at Wardner, guarded 
by negro troops. For weeks others were 
crowded into a two-story barn. One can- 
not more than hint at the conditions result- 
ing from this herding of men without sani- 
tary arrangements, in a variable spring 
climate, and witi unfit and indigestible 
food. 

Not one of these men was indicted, not 
one wae given copersenity to communicate 
with counsel, Among them were probably 
the men who blew up the mill, but there 
were hundreds who were wholly innocent, 
and these were held weeks and months 
without recourse to the courts. 

In New York now and then a respectable 
manor woman gets locked up in a_ police 
station overnight through the stupidity of 
malice of a policeman. Here in the Coeur 
d'Alene near 200 men have been imprisoned 
for terms ranging from three weeks (to 
ooven. months. Less than 30 were ever in- 

cted, 

M. J. Devine, a miner and prospector, 
Was out-in the mountains at the incep- 
tion of the labor troubles. When the 
Bunker Hill Mill wes destroxed he was in 
the hospital fl] and was wholly ignorant of 
the occurrence.

food and thrown into the Bull Pen at nighi. 
He was held seven weeks. 

Men wh» never saw the Coeur d'Alene 
before were seized as they got off the cars 
or came tramping in on foot and were put 
in the pen. Defenders of the martial-law 
svstem admit that scores of such cases ex- 
ixted, but say the men seized ‘vere shippea 
in by the Wesiern Miners’ Federation to 
make trouble. 

It would be easy to fill colurnns with 
the narratives of men who were arresicd 
mithout cause or Warrent. With the mul- 
titude one case, however, is much like an- 
other. Miners deciare it can be proved 
on irrefutable evidence, first, that arrests 
were made without other apparent cause 
than a wish to put all union men and all 
union sympathizers in continement. 

Second, that for the first three weeks the 
ordinary decencies of life were ignored in 
the treatment of prisoners. 

Third, *that the prison, was barbarously 
conducted, the negro soidiers were brutal 
and crue] in their treatment of prisoners 
and the food was unfit. | 

Fourth—Taat prison regulations were vi- 
olative of the ordinary rights of men im- 
prisoned, but not accused or convicted of 
crime. Their letters were read, they were 
denied newspapers which were friendly to 
the miners, they were refused counsel 
and the courts were shut against them. 

Fifth—Criimnals were employed by the 
State as deputies, and arrests were often 
made at the whim of the deputy. 

Sixth—For the treatment of the pris- 
oners Brigadier-General H. C. Merriam 
was directly resporsibie, as the prison was 
at all times under the guardianship of offi- 
cers of his command, 


Of this state of affairs President McKin- 
ley was formally notified by a committee 
of which Senator Heltfeid was a member. 
The President did nothing to correct the 
abuses in which the United States Army 
played such a part. One workingman, a 
member of the committee, was arrested 
the day he returned from Washington. 

Thomas Heeney was Sheriff of Shoshone, 
his term expiring January 1, 1899. He is a 


man of substance, an owner of mining 
roperty and improved rea! estate. The 
ost-Dispatch correspondent has heard 


from no mine-owner more bitter condem- 
nation of the men who blew up the mill 
than from him. 

“I had been away on a business trip 
several weeks before the trouble,”’ he said. 
“On the day of the outrage 1 was attend- 
ing to my affairs at Wallace, did not go to 
Wardner and was never accused of having 
been there. After the trouble I went on 
with my usual work until the 23d of June, 
or nearly two months later, when I met 
two deputies on the street, one of whom 
was the man I beat when I ran for office. 
He put me under arrest at once, and took 
he down to the prison, 

“IT didn’t bother much, for I felt I hed 
plenty of influential friends, and that I 
could show myself clear of any complicity 
in the dynamiting, but I found out my mis- 
take pretty quick. I couldn't get any talk 
with the mine managers. When one of my 
friends, a man who employs ®# or 70 men, 
talked to them about me -he was told, 
‘You | shut up, or we'’l put you where 


he is.

was worse than any description I have ever 
seen printed of it. The court yard was so 
small it was almost impossible to move 
about, and in midsummer the rays of the 
sun and the stench of the big gang of 
prisoners made the air intolerable. We 
slept on board sheives covered with straw. 
There was no way for air to get into the 
shacks at night, and hot nights they were 
uninhabitable. 

“When it came time for rations we all 
fell in line and our portions were shoved 
out of a window as we passed. There was

Those fellows were 
brutes. They had no pity or feliow- 
feeling for a prisoner but beat and cursed 
them with impunity. The officers at no 
time seemed to show the slightest interest 
in the condition of the prisoners. We sel- 
dom saw a commissioned officer and dared 
not speak to one if ne appeared. 

“For a time when Capt. Edwards of the 
First Cavalry was in command—that is jail- 
er—he was inclined to be friendly to me. He 
gave me a pass once to go out and look 
after some property I had.

“We were refused tobacco, and as our 
friends sent us jots of cigars, we gave them 
to the negro guards, and gradually broke 
down their severity. But we were made to 
sleep on bare floors, furnished with food 
unfit to eat, denied the right to use the pro- 
visions sent in by our friends, and mal- 
treated in every way. 


“The roof leaked, and I was compelled 
more than once to sleep ‘in a puddie. We 
were worse treated than the men in the 
bullpen, and I believe it was done with the 
purpose of forcing us to resign our of- 
fices.” 

Mr. Stimpson’s release waé as curious as 
his arrest and incarceration. He was pa- 
roled to attend a ¢ession of court, the pa- 
role was extended from day to day, and 
finally not renewed at all. He is to-day at 
large, not pardoned, not paroled, not hav- 
ing served out any sentenge. He was never 
under charges, never tried.

The imperial physician did not state, tn 
s0 many words, that his charge was the 
king, but Mr. Fuchs considers the inference 
to be so plain as to permit little or no 
doubt. Otherwise, he argues, why should 
the court surgeon himself accompany the 
patient? Who but the king’ could com- 
mand his services for such an extengive 
and expens:ve trip? Moreover, Dr#Mc- 
Lennan’'s relation, as medical attendant and 


| confidential adviser to the throne, are so 


intimate that the three month’s separation 
required by the trip would prove an in- 
superable objection to his accompanying 
anyone but the monarch himself. These 
are the reasons Mr. Fuchs is making prep- 
“rations to receive royalty in his studio in 
the Schiller building. 

A further explanation of the trip may 
be deduced from a previous letter written 
by Dr. McLennan in August. He asked 
for skiographs of the vital organs and cs- 
pecially of the kidneys, saying he waa plan- 
ning a trip to Chicago in company with a 
patient whose ailments needed location by 
the Roentgen rays. He did not explain 
how he had heard of the local operator, 
but his knowledge is not surprising, as 
Chicago’s speciallats in this line have giv- 
en the city a reputation that has spread 


over the oceans. 

The king of Tonga is a young man, Bs 
years old, who, six years ago, succeedéd 
to the throne left vacant by his grandfath- 
er, King George Toubou. His reaim in- 
cludes several of the Friendly islands, 
among them Vivan and Hapai, which he 
ruies from Nukulafa, the capital of the in- 
land kingdom of Tonga. His income is about 
the size of President McKinley's salary 
and is largely drawn from duties on copra,

All the land belon to the crown, but 
many leasehold cont@essions have been 
granted to foreigners. Of these there are 
several hundred on the island, about 200 
being British subjects. Under the king 
there are two governing assemblies, .one 
hereditary, the other elective. The will of 
the king, however, is all powerful and leg- 
islation must meet his approval. Members 
of the herecitary assembly hold office dur- 
ing good behavior. 

The royal physician, who is a Scotchman 
as his name suggests, is the power behind 
the Tonga throne, The entire medical 
practice of the country is under his control. 
He is close to the youthful ruler, whose 
grandfather he also served, and his ap- 
proval is said to be necessary to foreigners 
seeking concessions, His standing with 
the monarch Is attested by the coat of arms 
granted him by King George. The heral- 
dic device, shown on his letter, is a circle 
inclosing a red cross and containing his 
name and degree. 

The islands under King George are ad- 
vanced in civilization far beyond the Fiji 
group, which contains most of the other 
Friencly tslands. Trade relations have 
been estab!iskhed by King George with Eng- 
land and Germany, though moet of his ex- 
ports go to Australia and New Zealand. 
He is aald to be of far greater ambition 
and enterprise than most of the island 
kings and his visit to America will result 
doubtless in the tntroduction tnto his coun- 
try of manv of civiligation's labor-saving 
devices. His kingdom-is south of the 
Samoan islands, but beyond the 
line, so ho ts visited 
traders.

Roers reached the bottom the Lancers 
charged them at full gallop, The panic- 
stricken Boers threw down their rifles and 
attempted to escape, but it was utterly 
useless, for with shouts of ‘Majuba,’ the 
Lancers were upon them, and the awful 
work commenced. Very few Boers es- 
caped.”’ 

Drummer Hearn of Col. Baden-Powell’s 
Light Horses, describing the first engage- 
ment at Mafeking, tells how the Boers 
were enticed on to a field sown with mines, 
which were exploded. We cleared the re- 
mainder at the point of our bayonets,” re 
writes. It was really fine fun. You should 
have seen what fuss the Boers made about 
being pricked. I touched one and he jumped 
for yards. They don’t like cold steel. We 
showed them no mercy. But it was only 
what they deserved for what they had 
done to us before.’’ 

A private in the King’s Rifles, writing at 
Elandsiaagte, says: “It was a great but 
terrible sight to see those horsemen hew 
their way through the Boers. Three tin.es 
they rode right through—cutting, slashing, 
hacking. Some of them Boers diel in a 
praying attitude. Many flung down their 
arms as soon as they saw the flash of the 
lances, clasping. their hands above their 
heads and begged for mercy. Bui they bad 
Shown no mercy to us and this was our 
revenge.” 


There are also dharges of looting and 
robbery made against Britisn sold‘ers, who 
took all the valuables off their prisoners, 
while on the other side English correspond- 
ents, Mr.-Stevens among others, testify 
that the Boers took nothing from their 
prisoners, but treated them with tre ut- 
‘mos kindness. 

The only justification of this savagery 
attempted there is alleging Boer abuse of 
the white flag, but that ‘has been explained 
in every case except one. Indeed, the white 
flag justification patently is unfounded, ‘for 
several correspondents agree that the 
Lancers, who massacred the kneeling, 
crouching, disarmed Boers at Elandslaggte, 
were shouting: 

‘Wipe out Majuba!” 
juba!’’

LONDON, Dec, 9.—This is the story of 
three American women—Lady Randolph 
Churchill, Mrs. Ronalds of New York and 
Mrs. A. A. Blow of Denver—who were 
received by Queen Victoria, as one wom- 
anly and grateful woman, discarding her 
sovereign rights, receives her sisters. 

It is told by the three ladies for the 
Post-Dispatch and presents a new phase of 
the character of the remarkable woman 
who rules over the British empire. 

The venerable Queen received her Amer- 
ican sisters, whose combined ages scarcely 
equaled Ter own, in Windsor Castle on 
Tuesday forenoon. They were invited— 
“commanded” the English say—to attend 
on Her Majesty. 

Sir Ddward Fleetwood wrote to Lady 
Randolph Churchill, who had not been in 
Windsor Castle since her widowhood. 
‘The Queen desires to hear everything 
about the Maine fund.’’ 

The interview was really arranged for 


Lady Churchill by the Prince of Wales. 
Much surprise was manifested in society 
that Mrs. Arthur Paget, wno was quite 
prominent in raising subscriptions among 
Americans for the equipment of the hos- 
pital ship Maine for service in the South 
African war, was not included in the in- 
vitation to appear before the Queen, 


Lady Churchill repaired to Winsor early in 
the afternoon of Monday and was driven to 
the Castie. She was ushered into the 
Queen’s private sitting room immediately 
on her arrival. Her Majesty was sitting 
before a bright wood fire. .The Viscountess 
Downe sat beside her, 

When Lady Randolph knelt to kiss the 
hand of England’s sovereign, the Queen 
asked her if she had any Aews of her son, 
Winston Churchill, the World and Post- 
Dispatch correspondent, who is a captive of 
the Boers. 

Lady Churchill replied that an effort was 
being made to secure his release. 

The Queen, bidding Lady Churchill arise, 
expressed the hope that the effort would ve 
successful, adding that she greatly admired 
his bravery. , 

“I have just had his brilliant account of 
the Kitchener campaign read to me,” said 
the Queen. She then beckoned ‘Lady Churea- 
ill to sit beside her and inquired minutely 
about the organization of the plan to equip 
the Maine. She asked the names of the 
leading workers and desired Laay 
Churchill to describe the duties she é€x- 
pected to perform aboard the ship. ; 

Lady Churchill replied fully, giving all the 
details. At the end of half an hour the 
Queen closed the interview in saying: “the 
generous interest shown by American ladies 
in the welfare of my poor, stricken soidiers 
touches me closely and I am grateful for it. 
Yours has been one of the noblest works of 
charity amid many.” 

The Queen’s eyes filled with tears as she 
referred to her ‘Poor, stricken soldiers. 
As Lady Churchill was about to withdraw, 
the Queen said: “I may have @ message 
to send you in a little while. 


The message came the same evening by 
the hand of Lord Downe, who said the 
Queen desired to receive Mrs. Ronalds and 
Mrs. Blow the following morning at il. 
Lady Churchill imemadiatey telegraphed 
Mrs. Ronaids and Mrs. Blow of the great 
honor in store for them. Both ladies were 
highly gratified, for they had no reason 
to expect mb ” compliment from. the 

een of England. 
Son Tuesday Lady Churchill, Mrs, Ronaids 
and Mrs. Blow, on alighting at Windsor 
Station, were met by a gorgeous stale 
carriage ang driven to the castle. rhe 
Queen awaited their coming in her private 
sitting room. She received them standing, 
leaning on the ebony stick she has used 

‘or five years. 

A ter grecting us,” said Mrs. Ronalds to 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent, ‘Her 
Majesty sank into her easy chair and lIls- 
tened with the greatest Interest to our 
answers to her questions about the ‘Maine 
Fund.’ We remained etanding throughout 
the interview, which lasted for lo minutes, 
The Queen wore deep mourning. Hier gown 
was of black silk, with a little brussels 
lace for trimming. 

“She wore a shawl of most exquisite 
work across her shoulders. Her only orna. 
ments were an old-fashioned plain oval 
chased locket, worn at her neck, and a 
large miniature of Prince Albert, which 
hung lower on her breast. 

“Lady Churchill, Mrs. Blow and I all 
wore black gowns at the request of the 
Queen as did Princess Louise of Batten- 
burg, and Lady Downe who were in atten- 
dance upon the Queen. The only ornament 
worn by our party was by me. It was a 
little American flag of rubies, sapphires and 
diamonds, sent to me from America at the 
time of the Charing Cross Bazaar. 


“The Queen appeared to be very sad. 
There was a pathetic tone in her swect 
voice, which still has a mavelously clear 
ring. Her eyes are far from. being dimmed 
by age, They are clear and bright and in- 
nocent like a child’s. 

“She was beautifully dignified as she re- 
ceived us, but there was no tinge of pomp- 
ousness or affectation about her bearing. 
Her every word, movement and express!uon 
told of the most womanly Kindness and 
softness of heart. 

“Her complexion ifs as 
girl's. It is real pink and white. Her 
handa, upon which there were but three 
rings, are most exquisitely shaped and of 
perfect waxen hue. The rings she wore 
were her marriage ring (much worn) a plain 
broad band of gold and a ruby ring, also 
thuch worn, 

“What Impressed me most about Her Ma- 
jesty was her wonderfully musical voice 
Mra. Blow thinks her dignity ts most im- 
pressive because, in spite of her shotness 
of stature and stoutness, Her Majesty holds 
herself amagsingly erect, and even at our 
private audience she was every inch ea 
queen, 
OW hen Lady Churchill presented Mrs. 
Rlow and myself the Queen gave her hand 
to both of us to kiss a second time with 
an exquisite gesture, When we presentéd 
io Hier Majesty the lIiet of subscribers to 
the Matne fund ehe said: 

"lt gives me great pleasure to receive 
you. and I thank you all again, as well 
na the other ladles of the committee, for 
your great exertions “in a noble cause.” 

“We then withdrew from the presence 
of the Queen, walking backward, the 
Queen bowing graciously to each of us In 
turn, 

‘hy her especial commands we were taken 
all over the castles, even through the pri- 
vate rooma We finally signed our names 
in the royal private birthday book, 

‘The royal carriage conveyed us to the 
station and we reached London again in 
time for lunoheon, We were, of course, 
dellahted with our vielt, and can readily 
understand the potency of the charm that 
Queen Victoria exercises over all persona 
who are brought thto personal contact with 
her.

French Expect Us to Take 
Their Canal. 


SELL TO AVOID COMPETITION, 


DREYFUS, ZOLA AND PICQUART 
OBJECT TO AMNESTY. 


Vindication, Not Forgiveness, Is Their 
Demand—Gallifet Says the Cap- 
tain Was a Traitor and Ac- 
cepted Rennes Verdict.

PARIS, Dec. 9.—The Panama Canal of- 
ficials express confidence that the American 
Commission appointed by President Me- 
Kinley to study the different routes across 
the isthmus will favor granting United 
States support to the French enterprise 
rather than to the Nicaraguan project. In 
an interview with the Post-Dispeton cor- 
respondent the president of the Panama 
Canal Co. said: 

“I don’t wish to presume on what the 
decision of the American Commission will 
be, but the body of men, which is headed 
by Admiral Waiker, must certainly be in- 
telligent, fair and fully competent in every 
respect. Therefore, as we know that-our 
route is the better one, we are confident 
that those men will recommend it. 

‘When here the commission was evident- 
ly impressed with the advantages of the 
Panama over the Nicaragua route. When 
they go down to examine the work we feel 
sure of their verdict. 

“Our canal is progressing without noise, 
but without stop. We do not need financial 
help from America, but, on the other hand, 
it is better to give America control, rather 
than have two canals with business insuf- 
ficient to support both. The United States 
can help the company to cross Panama and 
secure control for immensely less money 
than would be sunk in Nicaragua.”

Two Husbands Are Slain and 
a Third Divorced. 


EACH GUILTY OF INFIDELITY. 


MRS. BERTHA LANKFORD DOES 
NOT REGRET HER ACTS. 


The Record of a Beautiful Woman, but 


Little Over Thirty, Who Is Now 
Dying of Consump- 
tion. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

DALLAS, Tex., Dec. 9.—When Mrs. 
Berthy Lankford killed Mr. George A. Lank- 
ford in their home in Harrisburg, he was 
the third husband of the woman accused 
of unfaithfulness and the second whose 
life was forfeited because of the charge. 

The first husband, William Howard, of 
Houston, escaped, so far as physical harm 
was concerned. He was simply divorced. 
The second husband was William Smith, 
also of Houston. His wife tried to kill 
him, but the bullet went wide and only 
shattered his arm. But her brother took up 
the quarrel and shot Smith dead. Boyce 
was acquitted on the ground of justifiable 
homicide. 

In her second attempt to murder a hus- 
band Mrs. Lankford took no chances. She 
stood very close to him. Her first shot 
killed. She sent two more bullets into his 
body. 

She says boldly that she had the right to 
kill Dr. Lankford because she was satis- 
fied he had deceived her. But she need 
have no fear of the law, because death 
will claim her before an executioner could, 
even if she were found guilty of murder in 
the first degree. She is dying of consump- 
tion. She knows neither remorse nor re- 
gret. She says her own life has _ been 
wrecked by the perfidy of men, and the 
least she could do was to make an example 
of men who betray. 

There was no young woman in Texas 
whose career was of brighter promise than 
hers. She is but little over 30 and in 19 
years has been crowded much misery and 
desperation. 

She was the only daughter of Capt. Rob- 
ert Boyce, Known all over Texas in buri- 
ness, political and military circles. Bertha 
Boyce was carefully educated. She hada 
brilliant mind, was pretty, had wealth and 
position. 

When her father died he left her $100,- 
000. Then her misery began. Miss Boyce 
soon afterward married William Howard 
of Houston. After four children were born 
to them Mrs. Howard learned that about 
her husband which made her secure a dli- 
vorce. 

There was no lack of suitors for the 
rich woman. William Smith won her af- 
fectiongs and they were married. Again 
matrimony held for her only misery. Stories 
came to her about her husband. One day 
she saw him enter the big Casino in Hous- 
ton with two women companions. Mrs. 
Smith had long been prepared. She reached 
into her pocket, grabbed a revolver, walked 
into the Casino where her husband was 
with his companions. Without a word she 
fired three shots at him. Only one took 
effect. It shattered an arm. 

There was no divorce from William 
Smith. Robert Boyce said that Smith and 
his sister could not botb live and he shot 
Smith dead. He was tried for murder and 
the jury acquitted him. 

Mrs. Smith went to live tn her beautiful 
home in Harrisburg. Dr. George A. Lank- 
ford came to Houston 12 years ago from 
Maryiand. He practiced both in Houston 
and Harrisburg, and met with much suc- 
cess. He knew al! about the matrimonial ex. 
eriences of the daughter of Robert Joyce. 

e and she were married. Trouble began 
almost immediately. There is no denying 
Mrs. Lankford is extremely jealous, 

She mistook the congratulations showered 
upon him for attentions which a husband 
should not receive. 

It is not likely that the details of the 
murder of Dr. Lankford will ever be known, 
Long before Mrs. Lankford had made up 
her mind to slay him she discovered proofs 
of his wrong-doing. 

She has ‘said repeatedly that she does 
not know ‘he circumstances surrounding 
the shooting, that her mind is a blank. But 
she makes no denial of the murder itself. 

As nearly as she can remember she went 
into the library where her husband wae 
writing, on Thanksgiving eve. A quarrel 
was ended by Mrs. Lankford shooting her 
husband three times. 

The second shot would have proved fata] 
had not the first already killed. 

She was waiting in the library when a 
deputy sheriff arrived. Waiting there with 
the husband she had murdered. 

“Dr. Lankford violated his vows and 
obligations of a husband and TI kil'ed him,” 
she said. ‘“‘There was nothing else for me 
to do. I _ am justified in avenging my 
wrongs. 
to two letters lying on the desk where Dr. 
Lankford had been writing. They were 
addressed to a woman in Houston. After 
oe: murder Mrs. Lankford collapsed .ut- 
erly. 

It was so piain that she can live but a 
little time that she was released on $3000 
ball. She was taken to the house of friends, 
where she is waiting for the end.

UNTIL HE IS WOUNDED. 


They Slip Between the Bars of a Third | 


Story Window and Break by a 
Guard, Who Happens to 
Be Unarmed.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Dec. 9.—Shortly 
after 8 o’clock this morning Joshua L. Craft 
and Ed Karsh escaped from a third-story 
window in the Star Clothing Co.’s building 
inside the penitentiary walls by descend- 


of the walls. Craft, after escape from the 
grounds, overpewered a man on the way 
to the city, took a gun from him and a few 
minutes later shot and fatally wounded 
Adolph Speiker, a boy, also on his way to 
the city in order to secure his horse. The 
boy died to-night. 

Craft's deed of desperation was too late, 
however, the officers betng close behind 
him.and shortly overtaking and capturing 
him, not, however, until he had been 
wounded by a deputy constable. 

Karsh-is still at liberty. ‘ 

Craft is a train robber from Lawrence 
County, serving a 15-year sentence since 18% 
for robbery in the first degree. Marsh is 
also a li-year man, convicted of robbery 
in the first degree. Karsh came to the 
penitentiary last year from Buchanan 
County. 

Craft got permission to go to the ny oe 
tal and instead went to the clothin e- 
partment, where he joined Karsh. here 
they donned citizens’ clothing, bent the iron 
bars at the top of the window and escaped. 
They had scarcely reached the ground 
when they were discovered by Charles Bar- 
low, Keeper of the big gate in front of the 
institution, but he was unarmed. He gave 
the alarm anda the officers were soon in pur- 
suit, but the convicts were considerably in 
advance, ore of them having taken a de- 
livery wagon and horse standing near the 
prison, and the other oe through the 
alleys for' dear life. Craft had not gone 
far before he met a man carrying a gun, 
and he forced the weapon from his would- 
be captor. 

The officers and citizens pursued the con- 
victs with Winchester rifles and Craft was 
captured in the wooods two miles south of 
the city, but not ,until he was shot in the 
side of the head with qa Winchester bullet 
by Deputy Marshal Crump. Craft attempt- 
ed to shoot Officer Crump, but the gun 
snapped, whereupon the officer shot him, 
inflicting only a scalp wound, from which 
he will recover. Craft was then brought 
back to the penitentiary and placed in the 
hospital. Marsh is still at large. 

Craft had a Winchester rifle with 15 
loaded cartridges in it when recaptured. 
Just before he was taken into custody by 
Officer Crump he shot Spieker, the coun- 
try boy coming into town on a horse, hop- 
ing to gain the animal and continue his 
escape, but the officers were close behind 
him and soon caught him, 

After shooting Spieker Craft forgot to 
throw out the empty shell and replace it 
with a loaded one, and this empty cart- 
ridge is probably all that saved Officer 
Crump. Craft is the man who cut out of 
the St. Louis jail two years ago,

The estate of the late Thomas Whelan, 
amounting to $5,262.76, will. this week be- 
come a part of the funds of the St4@ of 
Missecuri. Public Administrator William C, 
Richardson will to-morrow forward a check 
for that sum to State Treasurer Frank L., 
Pitts at Jefferson City. 

The State succeeds to the estate because 
mo living person with a right to inherit it 
has been found. All efforts of the Public 
Administrator's office, extending over three 
years and reinforced by liberal expendi- 
tures of money, have failed to produce any 
person who could lay thé slightest claim 
to relationship with Whelan. 

He was not well known even by his as- 
sociates, but, after his death some of them 
thought they remembered statements from 


him that indicated he had once lived in 
> London. Thése were reported to My. Rich- 
ardson and he caused advertisements to be 
inserted in leading London and other Eng- 
lish newspapers, offering liberal rewards 
for the history of Whelan or any tnforma- 
tion that would assist in finding his rela- 
tives.

he Public Administrator finally reached 
the end ofthe authority granted to him by 
the law. He used every means that sug- 
ested itself to find missing heirs and 
earned nothing of them. The possibility 
of ever finding them was reduced with the 
assing of each year. So the Public Admin- 
strator determined to take the last step 
which the law provides in such cases. He 
etitioned the Probate Court for an order 
to pay the funds of the estate tn his hands 
into the State Treasury.

Papin streets, where machinery is being 
Re aced in position as rapidly as possibie. 

Ve have bought largely of raw material, 
and expect to be able to commence opera- 
tions in January. 

“The stockholders of the company will be 
Messrs. John Scullin, George A. Madill, P. 
J. Heuer, W. 8S. Logan, Festus J. Wade, 
August Gehner, George H. McCann, C. D. 
Morey, J. ©. Hooper, H. D. Barry, M. E. 
Taylor, J. K. Burden and Jerome B. Eng- 
lish. I will hold a majority of the stock 
in the concern and will be the President. 
Mr. P. J. Heuer will be Vice-President and 
Mr. John Scullin Treasurer. The other o 
cers have not as yet been selected, but will 
be, immediately upon the organization of 
the company. Most of the stockholders and 
workers in the business are men ‘of long 
experience in the tobacco line. 

“The capacity of the manufacturing de- 
partment will be 580,000 pounds per day 
to begin with, which can be increased to 
more than double if the demand for the 
product justifies it.

FAMINE IN COAL. 


The Situation at New Yrleans Is Be- 
coming Very Serious. 

NDW ORLEANS, Dec. 3.—The condition 
of the local coal market is becoming ser- 
ious. It is estimated that the supply of the 
Pittsburg product on hand is something less 


than 500,000 barrels. Under ordinary condi- 
tions the amount of coal on hand is more 
than 56,000,000 barrels. Low water in the 
Ohio and Mississippi Rivers, and a scar- 
eity of cars have brought about this condi- 
tion. Coal has advanced from 28 cents to 
35 cents, wholesale, per barrel during the 
last six months, and is oe to go higher. 
Just at this time, when the Britisn Govern- 
ment is sending transports here to take 
mules to Africa, this dearth of fuel is being 
keenly felt. A vessel in coaling in New Or- 
leans rarely takes more than 5000 or 6000 
barrels, but the trip to South Africa Is a 
very long one, and vessels taking mules to

OTTO BAKER THROWN FROM HIS 
STAKE WAGON. | 


COLLISION RESULTED FATALLY. 


Driver Was Heavily Dressed and It Is 
Presumed Did Not Hear the Ap- 
proach of the Car.

CHRISTMAS TURKEYS CHEAF 


the Price May Be at 10 Cents 
Dressed, in a Few Days. 


Turkey will not be a luxury beyond the 
reach of all but the well-to-do, this Christ- 
mas. The great American bird will De 
cheaper than it has been for a long time, 
if present indications are borne out. 

Game dealers say it looks as if everybody 
raised turkey this season. The rush to 
ship to the St. Louis market began be 
fore Thanksgiving and it still continues. 
Live turkeys are arriving daily in large 
quantities and the cold storage houses are 
filled almost to their capacity with dressed 
ones. 

At Union Market the finest kinds of 
turkeys, dressed and cleaned, can be bought 
for 12% cents a pound. At this time Jast 
year the retail price was 15 cents. Dealers 
predict that with continued cool weather 
the price of dressed turkey at Christmas 
will be about 10 cents. 

Other game is not belng shipped in large 
quantities at present, as everything makes 
for the turkey. The only fowl that 
is competing with it to any extent is the 
goose. Considering the demand the supply 
of geese this season is regarded as phe- 
nomenal. The birds are unusually fine and 
fat, but there are so many of them that 
they are unusually cheap. 

Last year, fattened geese brought 15 
cents a pownd. This year they can be 
bought for §& cents a pound,

TENANTS ARE PAYING DEBTS. 


a 


Burdens They Have Carried for Years 
Have Been Removed and Glad- 
ness Reigns. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Dec. 9.—It has been a 
number of years since the farmers here 
about have been in as prosperous a condi- 
tion as that in which they find themselves 
to-day. The higher prices that they have 
received for their cotton and for all their 
marketable stuff has contributed in a very 
large measure to the prosperity which they 
are enjoying. This !s generaliy conceded by 
all who have looked into the matter at all. 
But there is one phase of the situation that 
has been aimost entirely overlooked. 

The large planters in this State, as well 
as all over the South, have had to carry for 
a number of years a burden which has been 


removed only this fall. They have found it 
necessary to furnish in most instances the 
tenants to whom they have rented their 
lands. Those who commenced this furnish- 
ing several years ago have found at the 
end of each year that the tenants in the 
majority of cases failed to pay out all that 
they owed, thus leaving the landowner in 
the lurch. The planters submitted to this, 
thinking that each year would see them get 
back ail that they had lost. The price of 
cotton, however, gradually went lower and 
lower till something had to be done. 


The result was that the farmers cut 
the expenses of these tenants down to 
the lowest possible point this last spring. 
Their intention was to raise cotton on a 
basis of 6 cents per pound. They ac- 
cordingly agreed to make their tenants, 
which in the majority of instances were 
negroes, dO on a much smaller amount 
of rations than er had ever tried be- 
fore. This was enforced by those who 
did the furnishing. The consequence was 
that there has never been a year in 
which a crop has,cost so little as the 
present one. 

Since it was made at so small a cost, 
and sinco the price has been so much 
higher than it has been for a number of 
years, tre tenants have been able to pay 
to the farmers who furnished them every 
cent that they have owed them for the 
past year Not only this, the planters have 
collected much of the money that was 
due them for years past. These amounts, 
it is true, in many Instances were small, 
but a good many small debts make a 
considerable sum when they are all paid 
at the same time as has bean the case 
this year. The planters have’ therefore re- 
alized quite an increase in their income 
this fall from this source. 

Nut only are the landowners much better 
off as a result of this condition of affairs, 
but the tenants themselves are also in 
much better shape. Several gentlemen of 
the city, who have large landed interests 
in the surrounding country, when ques- 
tioned in regard to this matter, gave it as 
thelr unanimous opinion that the tenant 
class was in better circumstances than 
they had known for four or five years. 
They have settied off their old debts that 
have hung over their heads during the 
past and they have eeveral bales of cotton, 
or the proceeds of this or a larger number, 
with which to begin the new year. 

One of these ae who was seen said 
that some of the negroes on his plantation 
had paid off old scores that they had been 
owing for as long as eight years and he 
knew of many similar ftratances on the 
plantations adjoining his own. Reports of 
similar cases have also been received from 
Byhalia, Miss., and Collierville, Tenn., and 
other nearby points.

A denial was made of this, and in 
order to settle the dispute, it was a to 
refer the question to your paper. ou will, 
therefore, kindly make an answer in your pa- 
per and greatly oblige several 


' SUBSCRIBERS. 
It is a fact that all property owned by 

the Washington University in the State of 

Missouri is .exempt from taxation. 


’ 
This exemption was made by .the Legis- 


lature when the charter was granted the 
Eliot Seminary in 1853. The Washington 
University is the same institution, under a 
different name. 


The charter has been declared valid by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, ac- 
cording to Assessor Fredericks. It can- 
not be modified save by an act of the body 
that created it. 

There is absolutely no qualification to the 
clause in the charter exempting the instl- 
tute’s property from taxation. The clause 
reads: “‘And all property owned by said 
oqeporegion shall be exempt from taxation.’’ 

The Washington pga ge | owns a great 
deal of property not used for school pur- 
poses. Ail of it is exempt. 

Should the university buy the real estate 
of the entire city the property would all 
be exempt from taxation. 

The university owns real estate, the total 
value of which is estimated by the Assessor 
to be $865,780.

I. 

On April 18, 1898, Congress, by a vote of 42 to 35 In the Senate and of 311 to 6 ia. 
the House, declared: 

That the people of the Island of Cuba are and of right ought to be ‘free and independent. 
And it affirmed: 

That the United States hereby disclaims any disposition of intention to exercise sovereign- 
ty, jurisdiction or control over said island, except for the pacification thereof, and asserts its 
determination when that ig completed to leave the government and contrel of the island to its 
people. 

The evacuation of Cuba by the Spaniards was finished nearly a year ago. The 
“pacification” of the island is complete. Yet what has been done to carry out the 
solemn pledge of Congress to “leave the government and Control of thre Isiand to its 
people?” Who expects ever ‘to see a free and independent Cuba, or doubts the deter- 


-Mination of Mr. McKinley that Cuba, like the Philippines, ehall forever remain 


American territory? , 

On the 14th of February, 1899, Senator Bacon offered a joint resolution declaring | 
the intention of Congress in ratifying the Spanish treaty. It affirmed: 

1. That the Government and people of the United States have not waged the recent war 
with Spain for conquest and the acquisition of foreign territory. * * ° 

2. That in demanding and receiving the con cession of the Philippine Islands ft fs not the 
purpose of the Government of the United States ‘to secute and maintain dominion over the 
same as a part of the territory of the United States, or to incorporate the inhabitants thereof 
as citizens of the United States, or to hold said inhabitants as vassals or gubjects of this Govr- 
ernment. 

8. That * © © {nm recognition and in Sbedience to the vital principle announced tn the 
Great Declaration that governments receive their just powers from the consent of the governed, 
the Government of the United States recognizes that the people of the Philippines are and of 
right ought to be free and Independent. * * * 

4. That the United States hereby disclaim any disposition or tntention to exercise sover- 
eignty, jurisdiction or control over said islands and assert their determination whem an inde- 
pendent government shall have been duly erected thereon entitled to recognition as such, te 
transfer to said government, upon terms which shall be reasonable and just, all rights ee- 
cured under the cession by Spain, and to thereupon leave the government and control of the 
islands te their people. 

This resolution received a tie vote of 29 to 29, and was rejected only by the cast- 
ing vote of the Vice-President. 

The Senate afterward adopted the McEnery resolution, in redemption of a pledge 
made by the Republican leaders to.secure the ratification of the treaty, and without 
which pledge it could not have been ratified. This resolution declared: 

That by the ratification of the pending treaty of peace with Spain ft is not Intended to tn- 
corporate the inhabitants of said islands into citizenship of the United States, nor is it in- 
tended to permanently annex said islands as an integral part of the territory of the United 
States. But it is the intention of the United States to establish on said islands a government 
suitable to the wants and conditions of the inhabitants of said islands; to prepare them for 
local self-government, and in due time to make stich disposition of said islands as will best 
promote the interests of the citizens of the United States and the inhabitants of said islands. 
What effect has this purpose of Congress, explicitly declared, even in the weaker 

resolution adopted, had upon the policy of the President? Is it not a serious mat- 
ter when a deliberate declaration of Congress is mot regarded seriously by anybody— 
by the executive, least of all? 

If the will of Congress is treated with universal indifference or contempt, what bBe- 
comes of that respect for law which is essential in popular government? 

II 


In that wise system of checks and balances embodied in the Constitution of the 
United States—an instrument which, although regarded in some quarters as antiquated, 
if not obsolete, is still the chart of our liberties, the foundation and framework of 
our Government—the vital powers of the Government were committed to Congress. 

Congréss was to levy and collect taxes, to borrow money on tne credit of the United 
States, to coin money and regulate the value thereof, TO DECLARE WAR, raise and 
support armies, provide and maintain a navy. to admit new States to the Union and 
to “DISPOSE OF AND MAKE ALL NEEDFUL RULES AND RBGULATIONS RE- 
SPECTING THE TERRITORY OR OTHER PROPERTY BELONGING TO THB 
UNITED STATES.” 

These are sovereign powers, essential to the very existence of the Government. 
Without them the Union could not endure. 

In the distribution of powers and functions by the Constitution the President 
was made the Chief Executive. He was to execute the will of the people as de- 
clared through their representatives in Congress. He was authorized to make treaties 
and appointements to office only “by and with the advice \and consent of the 
Senate.”’ 

Every article of the Constitution contains proof of the gurpose ‘of its framers 
strictly to l:mit the authority and tInfluence of the President. They designed ts 
found a real government of, by and for the people, and to get. as far as possible fron, 
the one-man power—the imperialistic idea—against which they had sneseuntany re- 
belied. 

A wide departure from these principles and from the early practice of ovr 
Governmert has gradually been made, but it was never so complete nor so start- 
ling as under the present Administration. 

We are at war in the Philippines. Our troops engaged there are, or soon will 
be, 70,000 atrong—an army larger than this nation has ever before actively employed 
against a foreign foe. They are supported by a fleet of 48 wat Vessels. Yet war 
against the Philippines was never declared nor directly sanctioned by Congress. 
Congress may have had this contingency in mind when it authorized the increase 
of the army, but there is absolutely not one word of law nor a line of resolution 
to show that this increase was not voted as a precaution against possible European 
complications. In @ matter so momentous ag war the Constitution is to be strictly 
interpreted. War is too weighty an affair to hang upon an inference. 

There is not a constitutional monarchy in Europe in which the sovereign would 
dare venture upon such a war as President McKinley has undertaken, without the 
express consent and sanction of the Parliamentary body. 

The Philippine conquest is in truth and in fact Mr, McKinley’s personal war, 
just as the Empress Eugenie, who forced the conflict with Germany in 1870, was 
credited with the saying, “This is my war.” ‘To affirm that such a tremendous 
military and naval movement is merely a President’s posse for the “suppression of 
an insurrection” is to tnsult the intelligence of the people. 

In addition to this the President, through one of his Generals, has made a treaty 
or compact with the Sultan of Sulu, by which the United States have agreed to con- 
titlue this potentate as the satrap of his dominions, to permit the existence of slavery 
and polygamy as “recognized institutions” of the islands, a “part of their religion,” 
and to pay ‘him and his chiefs and alds a monthly stipend of $610 for recognizing 
in turn our “sovereignty’’ in the Sulu ports. Could the Emperor Willlam—could the 
Czar of Russia—perform an act of more absolute imperialism than this in settling the 
status of remote savage islands over which they might claim to have acquired juris- 
diction? 

But this is not all. We are exercising a protectorate over Cuba. We have secured 
Porto Rico by cession from Spain and are governing the island by military power. 
We have occupied the Island of Guam. We have annexed Hawail. 

And yet Congress adjourned in March without adopting any measure or giving any 
direction whatever for the government or control of one of these islands. It left them 
and the Philippines much more completely under the control of the President than 
ever the conquered provinces of Rome were under the rule of Cesar. And Congress 
did this at the express wish of the President, conveyed through his mouthpiece in 
the Senate, that he be given a “free hand’’ in his ‘‘colonial’’ policy. 

Was not this an abdication of the constitutional power of Congress over “the 
territories and other property of the United States?’ Was it not an unprecedented 
departure from the principles and traditons of the Republic? By giving the Presi- 
dent a “free hand” for nine months ina war of conquest in the Philippines, and in 
military administration in our other possessions that we really possess, has not Con- 
gress rendered possible—nay, invited—results that are likely to prove irrevocable, 
and yet that were never approved by the people or their reresentatives, and that 
are as repugnant to the best moral sense of the nation as they are certain to be detri- 
mental to its highest welfare? 

In failing to exercise ite prerogative betimes, Congress has enabled the President 
and his associates to commit the Government toa policy which the Senate express- 
ly disavowed in the McEnery resolution, and from which there is reason to believe 
the House would have emphatically diasented had a free expression of ita views 
been permitted. 

Thig enormous “expansion” of the Executive power—this usurpation of the au- 
thority of Congress, to give the action ite right name—hag been promoted by two po- 
tent influences, not foreseen, or at least not provided aguinst, had the framers of the 


ton. 
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The first is party spirit. The President has beceme the head of a party. 
party chief as well as the Chief Executive of the Government. No prerogative con- 
ferred upon him by the Constftution is s0 potent as this. It arrays behind him, if 
he be a shrewd politician—as Mr. McKinley t#—the forces of party organisation, party 
discipline, party loyalty and party rewards. We saw in the recent elections how 
“loyalty to the flag’’ was made synonymous with loyalty to the President. No 
man in Congress, no ambitious politiclan anywhere, can oppose the President's policy 
without “going against his party.”’ And to go against the party whenever the Presi- 
dent chooses to erter upon a war of “criminal aggression,” is, in the view of the 
party organs and orators, to commit oun 

What all this,means in ogtraciem and abuse the very few Republican Senators and 
Representatives who have had the courage to oppose the President's progressive 
militarism have learned to their cost. The force of party epirit, when invoked in 
support of the President, is seen in the failure of even go strong and courageous a4 
leader as Thomas B. Reed to avow his convictions in an attempt to stem the tide of 
imperialism. By far the ablest and most courageous Republican in the House, a man 
of far moré intellectual force than the President, with the enermous power of the 
Speaker in his hands, resigned his seat and quit public life largely because he could 
neither support nor successfully stand against the policy to which the President had, 
through the supineness of Congress, unalterably committed the party. 

To continue and enforce the ilMetration: Mr. Reed’s auccessor, Speaker iineween, 
who has delivered one of the most graphic and powerful philippics against war ever 
uttered, and who was originally opposed to the forcible annexation of the Philippines, 
has been constrained by his ambition and by the forces dominating his party through 
the Administration to emother his convictions and to give his support to a war of 
‘criminal aggression,”

Thete 
a few voices raised in protest, the feeble sign of a surviving “remnafit of Gonscience” 
in the great party whose first platfform had for its corner stone the Declaration ace at 
Independence; but the majority are bound hand and foot and committed t@ advance 
to the President’s European policy, They will take their cue from his m 
lines from the White House. Already, on the eve of the assembling of Coperen, 
is announced by the leaders of the majority in both houses that there be * 
legislatien for the Philippines or for Cuba.” It is more than doubtful if even Hawall 
or Porto Rico will be released from the contfol of the President’s “tree hand” 
which is in the very nature of the case the military hand.

It may be said that this is simply eriticism. and that ho remedy fe 
the evils pointed out. “In a Republic every needed reform is possible,” 1 
condition of any reform is that the people shall be made aware of its necessity. 
practical remedies, however, almost suggest themselves: © 

1. A Constitutional amendment extending the President's term to as years and meking 
him ineligible to re-election. 

If this were done we should no longer see the Pragident beginning on tle very fl 
day of his term to plan and work for a second term. We should not see our 
dent indulging im the menace of a foreign war to make capital for re-election, as 
dent Harrison did in the Chili affair and President Cleveland did in the Venesguelam ! 
cident, or actually leading the country intoa war of conquest and “émpire,” as Mr. 
McKinley has done tn the Philippines. A single term for the executive, as was the 
inal intention of the Constitutional Convention, would limjt the ambition of the 
dent and remove the temptatien, which is now aparently irresistible, té use his pow 
for personal and partisan ends. é 

2. The withdrawal from the hands of the President, by a radical and spsaneat s- 
tem of civil service reform, of the enormous patronage imvolved in the distri¥ation of more 
than 100,000 offices. 

It is by the use and the temptatidn of this patronage that the President makes: 
himself the dictator of his party and secures the support not only of Senators and Rep- 
resentatives, but of the bosses who control State organizations and hold President 
| delegations in the hollow of their hands. The power of patronage personally wield 
by the President {s greater than that exercised by any sovereign of Europe. It is 
anachronism in modern government, an absurd anomally in a Republic. Our 
subordinate and routine civil service should be taken out of partisan politics and e+ 
tablished permanently upon a basis of merit and fitness. That this would tend greate 
ly to keep the President within his constitutional liimtations and to restore the inde-. 
pendence of Congress no student of history can doubt. 

When the people’s representatives prefer patronage to power and party servitude ft 
corscience—when they obey their party boss instead of asserting their own authori 
—Congress ‘has failed as a check upon the executive and is no longer the guardian 
popular liberty. The geniys of republican instittuions requires that Congress shall di- 
rect, guide, control the executive. But to-day the President directs, guides, controlg 
Congress.

The word arbitration, although a proper derivative from the Latin, .dérives ite 
importance in the language of all nations as a term of modern diplomacy. Ardi~ 
tration, so called, has no theological significance. When we speak of Christ ag an e4- 
vocate of universal peace we mean that if the followers of Christ would follow the 
greatest of his commands, “Love thy neighbor as thyself,” theme would be no war- 
fare, no international complications, no family quarrels, none of the ils which have 
made the descendants of Adam unhappy. In the testaments we find no evidence 
of what is now called arbitration in the political sense. 

The words of the Redeemer, as transmitted to us by his loving followers, show 
us that his mission on earth related entirely to spiritual affairs, and not to these. 
of temporal import. He healed the sick, comforted the sorrowful, and, for the first 
time in the hisfory of mankind, preached the doctrine of universal brotherhood. His 
arbitration was entirely confined to things of the soul, as in the instamce ef the 
sinful woman, who was condemned to be stoned, and in the other example of the 
people who wished to know if it was lawful to pay tax to Cesar. To the first he 

made that reply which is an eternal answer to the hyvocrites who. endeavor te 
make stock of the sins of other people in order to hide their own, “Lat Bim whe 
is without sin east the first stone.” To the second he made that reply which em- 
bodies within a few simple words more philosophy than all the sages of the world 
in all the ages of the workd have compiled in the ponderous volumes, “Render 
unto Cesar the things that are Cesar’s, and to God the things that are God’s.” 

This sentence has been considered by thé doctors of the canon and civil law. They! 
have written learned treaties about the rights of man, the duties of the citizen and 
the obligations of the state, but none has surpassed the simple directness of this 
command, Its very simplicity is its merit. It is impossible to enhance its mean- 
ing by explanation. Thé Saviour says render first all patriotic duty, and them, ber 
ing a good citizen, discharge your obligation to God. Man cannot be a lover @8 
the divine goodness unless he is true to his civie obligations. This sentence is tae 
greatest incentive to patriotism.

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MONEY A BIT SLOW 


GOVERNMENT OFFER FOR BONDS 
HELPS ONLY SLIGHTLY. 


STOCKS DOWN AS A RESULT. 


Industrials Fee] the Worst Blow of the 
Conditions, but the Railroad List 
Is Also Damaged. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—The short session 
of the Stock Exchange was an animated 
one, due in great part to the continued 
demoralization among some of the indus- 
trial stocks. The determined liquidation 
manifest in sugar gave the tone to the 
market opening, and soon spread a conta- 
gion of weakness all through the industrial 
list. Opening sales of 2500 shares ran the 
price down from 146 to 144%, compared with 
147 5-8 last night. The stocks fell to 142% 
before the appearance of the bank state- 
ment and the covering movement by the 
bears which followed the publication ral- 
lied the price to above 114, together with 
the whole market. 


The la** rally brought prices of many 
railroads above last night and net gains 
were saved for a number of them. Hears 
had begun to cover ‘before the appearance 
of the bank statement and their buying 
became rather more urgent after the state- 
ment, owing to the unexpectedly small loss 
in cash. 

The general conviction that the return 
was untrustworthy as an index of the real 
condition of the banks helped the final 
yielding of prices. The outgo to the sub- 
treasury alone, which is matter of record, 
has amounted to nearly $5,000,000 since the 
last return, whereas the statement indi- 
cates only $2,675,400 altogether. That there 
has been a wholesale contraction of loans 
all week has ‘been palpabie in the stock 
market, and that actual new loans by the 
few banks holding the surplus reserve can 
have offset the contraction so far as to bring 
the latter down to $695,500 was skeptical.y re- 
garded by the speculative public. Under 
the belief that the vagaries of the average 
system of computation clouded the resuits 
in the statement, the market closed with 
pressure to sell in full force again. 

The week has been given over to liquida- 
tion in the stock market and prices are 
lower throughout the list. The belief in 
difficulties ahead in the money market was 
the motive of the selling and additional 
‘considerations emphasized the weakness 
in the industrial list, so that losses ranged 
up to 10 and 15 points In some cases, In the 
railroads most of the losses range from a 
fraction to 4 points. It is probably that 
the money stringency and loan contraction 
Were the primary causes of weakness in 
the industrials, as in the railroads, but 
forced liquidation brought some violent de- 
clines. .Monday’s Supreme Court decision 
against the Iron Pipe combination in the 
so-called Addyston case, was given cumula- 
tive effect by the references in the Presi- 
dent’s message to ‘the malign effects of 
some of the industrial combinations in 
forming practical monopoly of production 
and in advancing prices. 

Stages in the gas war in New York City, 
the sugar War and formulated rumors of 
new and powerful competition in the tobac- 
co trade have served to demonstrate the 
vulnerability of the ‘“‘trusts’’ to encroach- 
ments on their fleld by reason of unwieldly 
capitalization and dividend obligations.

distrust. The fact that the activity in the 
iron and steel trade has received a check 
for the first time since the “boom” was re- 
flected in the stocks of fron and steel com- 
panies.

CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—There has been an al- 
most continuous deciine in wheat for 


months, amounting to about loc a bushel, 
for which no good reason can be given.

Lack of out- 
side speculation has enabled professional 
bear operators to artificially depress values, 
There are strong evidences that the spec- 
ulative turn in the market’ has_ been 
reached.

In the face of 
these depressing conditions the market ad- 
vanced nearly 15 cents, against the utmost 
efforts of powerful bears to hold it down.

gioner Edward Flad and the other members 
of the Board of Public Improvements to 
bring about filtration. 

' It is possible there may be a reconsider- 
} ation at the next meeting of the vote by 
which the bill was killed Friday evening. 
The bill was defeated by a vote of 6 to 6, 
@ majority in its favor being necessary to 
pass it. One of the members, Mr. Gast, 
was not present. He has not of late been 
herding with the faction which voted 
;against the measure. Unless he goes over 
to this faction there will be enough votes 
,t0 reconsider and pass it. 

If.a combine is formed of a majority of 
‘the members to resist the passage of a bill 
for filtration by the city there will be a 

long deadlock, unless public sentiment com- 
the combine to forego its demands. 
@ majority members are for the submis- 
pion by the Board of Public Improvements 
of an ordinance providing for having the 
k done by private contract. The Board 
of Public Improvements will never send to 
the City Council such a bill, though the 
Water remains unfiltered forever, because 
to. let euch a contract would place the city 
in the hands of a monopoly, and because 
the members of the board declare the ob- 
of such a contract being let is to get 
city so involved that the monopoly 
‘will get possession of the Waterworks. 

For years it has been known that there 
Wae constant scheming to get possession 

_of the Waterworks. The schemers have 
been defeated only by the greatest vigilance 
on the part of the Board of Public Im- 
provements. It is declared that the letung 
of a private contract for the filtration of 
the water would lead almost certainly to 
the loss of the Waterworks. The members 
of the Council who killed the bill Friday 
pig say they will accept nothing but a 
-bill providimg for privateinitration. In oth- 
er words, they will approve no plan except 
one which will result in the loss of the $35—

“With the mechanical process a coagu- 

lant, such as alum or sulphate of alumnia, 
is first used. This is introduced into the 
}water in the settling basins. It passes 
down through the water carrying the sedi- 
ment and most of the bacteria with it. It 
forms a flocculent precipitate at the bettom. 
The water is then filtered through coarse 
sand, which retains the coagulant and the 
adhering sediment and bacteria. 
*“"The bill which was introduced by the 
Board of Public Improvements provided for 
an expenditure of $75,000 in. making experi- 
ments to determine which process is the 
cheapest and best. This is the only way 
in which it can be determined with cer- 
tainty. The experiments made in other 
places are of indifferent value to us, be- 
cause our water is not the same. Exten- 
sive experiments have been carried out at 
Louisville, Cincinnati and Pittsburg, but all 
of those places are on the Ohio River, and 
the water of that river is different from 
that of the Mississippi. 

“The questions to be determined by ex- 
periment are the rate of filtration and the 
comparative cost. It is necessary to find 
out at what rate the Mississippi River water 
will filter before it can’be determined what 
capacity the filtration plant must have. 
The comparative. cost of installing and 
maintaining the two systems must be ascer- 
tained as a matter of common business pru- 
dence. The comparative efficiency of the 
two processes should also be ascertained. 

“My plan is to build a small plant on 
each system and operate them long enough, 
a year if necessary, to demonstrate conciu- 
sively which is the best for St. Louis, The 
cost of making the experiments should not 
be considered, in view of the fact that the 
installation o fa filtration plant will cost 
approximately $3,000,000. The expenditure of 
the small amount will enable us to expend 
the large amount to the best advantage 
and probably save a good deal more than 
the small amount. 

“The money for the experimental plants as 
well as that for the permanent plant, would 
come out of the Water Department re- 
venues, which cannot be used for other mu- 
nicipal expenses. 

“When the water is filtered it will be 
necessary to distribute it through meters 
to avert waste. Instead of this being a 
hardship it will be an advantage. I figure

HEWAS ONE OF THE THIRTEEN 


Funeral of a Commercial Traveler in 
Chicago Recalls History of a Pe- 
culiar Organization. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 30.—At the funeral of 
George E. Ranstead, which was held this 
week, memories of a peculiar organization 
that was formed six years aao were re- 
vived. 

Mr. Ranstead died suddenly on Washing- 
ton street, near Dearborn, last week, and 


his funeral was attended by a number of 
traveling men, in whose line he had worked 


for many years. In December, 1893, F. C. 
Cole was buried at Oakwood Cemetery.

In 189% two others of the party, F. B. 
Marshall and N. J. McCarthy, died, and 
two years later the funeral of C. J. An- 
drews occurred. At the time of Mr. Ren- 
stead’s death eight of the original thirteen 
were left, and five were at his funeral.

Arnold Tuchschmidt was rearrested yes- 
terday afternoon at his home, 2324 Uni- 
versity street, on a Federal] warrant charg- 
ing him with an additional embezzlement 
of $2000, while cashier of the Interna] Reve- 
nue Department. 

This places the total of Tuchschmidt’s 
defalcation thus far discovered and admit- 
ted by government officials at $9009. 

Tuchschmidt was taken to the Federal 
Building, where his bond, previously fixed 
at $5000, was raised to $10,000. In default 
of a bondsman he was committed to jail. 

On Nov. 29 the Post-Dispatch published 
-exclusively the fact that a warrant al- 
leging a shortage of $7000 in Tuchschmidt’'s 
accounts had been issued. It was 
@6tated on unquestioned authority that the 
amount would probably exceed $10,000. The 
circumstances leading up to the alleged 
steal, together with the methods Tuch- 
schmidt was «aid to have employed to 
deccive his superiors, were then fully de- 
talled. 

Two days later the newspapers of St. 
Louis, with one exception, verified the in- 
formation contained in the Post-Dispatch, 

Collector Grenner had declared at the 
time that only about $700 of the govern- 
ment funds had been taken. He explained 
that the Warmnt was drawn up before the 
exact figures were known and that subse- 
quent investigation had lessened the 
amount. .supposed to have been missing.

A Bit of His Early History Called Out 
by Dr, Swallows’ Criticism 
on Wine at the White 
House. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CLEVELAND, O., Dec. 9.—Recent attacks 
by the Rey. Dr. Silas C. Swallow, Pennsyi- 
yania State Superintendent of the Methodist 
Episcopal Book Concern, at Harrisburg, 
Pa., against President McKinley regarding 
the use of wine on the White House table. 
attracted much attention here, where the 
President’s personal and religious habits 
are frequently the subject of conversation 
at gatherings of Methodists. 

Living in a modest looking boarding- 
house in this city is the Rev. Aaron ID. Mor- 
ton, a retired minister, who, while conduct- 
ing a revival meeting of the old-fashioned 
Methodist kind, converted McKinley and 
brought him into the church. 

In 1857 Mr. Morton was the pastor of a 
Methodist Church at Poland, O., where the 
McKinley family lived. , 

The revival was held in the spring, and 
one night toward the end of the week Wil- 
liam McKinley attended. He was not no- 
ticed until he expressed his conversion. 


when he made such an impression on the 
minister that the latter watched his course 
in after life and noted with satisfaction 
that the convert was not a backslider. The 
Rev. Mr. Morton, seated in his home, said: 
“Young McKinley’s admission to the 
church made such a vivid impression on my 
mind that I never forgot it. He had been 
a frequent attendant at the Sunday ser- 
vices, and was an earnest listener. On the 
evening McKinley ‘got up’ I had been ex- 
horting all my hearers to repent deeply 
of their sins and seek salvation of their 
souls. 

After the preachin we had a prayer 
meeting and young McKinley arose in his 
seat. He was about 14 yeais oid at the 
time and a more dramatic figure of an 
earnest boy I never saw. Standing erect 
with bowed head, but looking every one full 
in the face: “I am determined to be a 
Christian. I believe that God is the great- 
est and best being of the Universe, and I! 
am determined to love and serve him. I 
believe religion is the best thing in ali the 
world and I am going to seek it with all 
my heart until I find it.’ 

“There was nothing affected in the boy’s 
manner, but his quiet, earnest manner at- 
tracted the attention of everybody in the 
church. The boy at that time was a stu- 
dent at the Poland Institute, and the stand 
he took for religion had a great amount of 
influence with the younger people. 

“After young McKinley’s declaration he 
was received into the church on probation. 
During the seven or.eight months of that 
period he was carefully watched by me. He 
frequently led the young people’ meeting 
in the church. 

“When his period of probation ended he 
took issue with the other member of his 
family regarding his baptism. I always 
held that sprinkling was’ sufficient. but 
young McKinley wanted to be immersed. 

The place chosen was in a stream that 
flowed near the church, and which emptied 
into the Mahoning River. There had been 
a freshet the day before and the current 
was swift. I remember taking into the 
water a young woman and going out so 
far that the current almost swept us away. 

After he had been received into full mem- 
ber ship in the church he was a regular at- 
tendant and became a teacher in the Sun- 
day school, “After he had removed to 
Canton he was elected Superintenden: of 
the Sunday schoo! of the First Methodist 
Church. Later he was elected a steward 
and then a trustee.”’

The Cycle Club Has a Great Lot of In- 
dividual Players, but Lacks 
Team Work. 


‘ ST. ‘LOUIS, Dec. 9. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The question has been asked many times

The trustees of the Missouri Botanical 
Garden have just placed upon the market 
4400 feet frontage of some of the most de- 
sirable residence property in St. Louis, It 
is situated on the north' side of Flora boule- 
vard,- between Grand and Tower Grove 
avenues, and by co-operation with the own- 
ers of the property on the south side of 
Flora boulevard, they have widened the 
street to 140 feet and improved the entire 
tract with Telford pavement, granitoid 
curb, gutters and sidewalks and sewers, 
e2ch lot being connected therewith, and 
they have laid the gas and water pipes be- 
tween the curb and building line, thus 
avoiding the necessity and expense of tear- 
ing up the street for connections.

PRACTICAL HINTS _ 


GRAPHERS. 


An #rert’s, Advice on the Use of Small Cam- 
eras in Taking Views.and Portraits. 


Hopkins’ Theater. ~~ 4 

Y first. advice to. the beginner “in 
M amateur photography is, do ndt 
i. buy a ¢heap camera if you. hope 
for good results. Bear in mind that 
extreme low price is a doubtful merit 
in any article, and especially so when 
set forth as the chief recommendation of 
a camera, 

Neither do I. advise the purchase of the 
most expensive; there is always a happy 
medium between the highest and the low- 
est in price and one should pause at the 
point where the brook and the river meet. 

I prefer a camera with ground glass and 
plate holders, and a focusing attachment 
by which you can set the lense for any dis- 
tance in a moment. Such an apparatus 
will have a numbered disk by which you 
can set it for any distance; if, however, 
you are taking a picture at very short 
range, for instance, the interior of a room 
or a group, it will be better to look upon 
the ground glass, meanwhile turning the 
disk until the image is perfectly sharp on 
the glass. 

The best sizes in cameras are 4x5 or 5x7. 
They arétafriéd in the hand, require no 
tripod and: are easily operated, 

I prefer a camera whose lense and shut- 
ter are out of sight inside ‘the box, The 
shutter can be set and the. plate. exposed 
without attracting: “attention, - ‘whith enables 
one to get pictures of people in their nat- 
ural positions and attitudes. Above ali 
things, get a plate camera, as you will get 
results that can never’ be obtained with 
films. . Use the best piates—-they are the 
cheapest in the end. 

I need only to remind the reader that it 
is an wadisputed fact among all profes- 
sional photographers that the most perfect 
dry plates im the world are manufactured 
in St. Louis. I have used plates made by 
all the'different firms engaged in the manu- 
facture of plates here and they are all 
first-class. 

It is advisable for the amateur to use 
Plates of only medium rapidity at first. 
The quickest plates require more care and 
are more iikely to fog. The medium speed 
are quick enough for all crdinary enap shot 
work and give better detail. 

The greatest and most frequent mistake 
of the beginner is over-exposure. Out-of- 
door pictures in the sunlight should be 
taken instantaneously. It is hardly possi- 
ble to get too little exposure in the sun- 
light, especially if you are taking pictures 
on the water or when the ground is cov- 
ered with siow. Some very beautiful pic- 
tures can be made in the winter when tle: 
ground, buildings, trees, fences, etc., are 
clothed in a mantel of white. Stop down 
your lense, give quick exposure and you 
may have some very beautiful effects to 
contemplate during the hot days of next 
July and August, 

Always “work from the sun.” as the 
photographer would. say—in other words— 
you should never face the sun with your 
camera when taking a picture. Stand with 
your back or side to the sun, enough su 
that the sunshine will not strike the front 
of your camera or lense. 

In filling your plate holders be sure your 
darkroom is perfectly light-tight; a tiny 
ray of light no larger than a pin will-often 
ruin a plate. Open plates only in a weak, 
ruby light, as they are sensitive even to 
too much ruby light. The same care should 
be taken in developing. 

In beginning use developer prepared by 
some good stock house. If you should meet 
with failure at firat, you will know that it 
was through no fault of the developer, and 
you can search elsewhere for the mistake. 
The plate should develop up clear and 
bright, after which the image will grad- 
ually disappear; when it is no longer plain- 
ly to be seen take out and place in a disa 
containing a solution of hyposulphite of 


| soda and water, and leave until the white 
thall at least be | 


entirely disappears from the plate, which 
should not be exposed to the light until 
thoroughly fixed. In mixing your fixing 
solution, never mind complicated formulas. 
Throw a small handful of hyposulphite of 
soda in about a pint of water and go to 
work. 

The plate should lie in a flat dish and 
be covered with the solution. 

In taking groups on a lawn, for. instance, 
have the sitters out of the sun and facing 
the north, if possible,- and you will often 
get results equal to those under a skylight. 
This will, of course, require a little more 
exposure, perhaps one or two seconds. 

In taking interiors of parlors, etc., face 
from the front window, give three to five 
minutes’ time and if a very dark room ten 
or fifteen minutes will not be too much. 
In this work, of course, the camera can-

 ¥6u ‘can make some very good pictures 
of the family in your own home by flash- 
Aight. - Arrange your sitters and 
lamp light and 
get your focus in the camera. If 
you place a lamp in the center of the group 
near the faces and focus until the flame of 
the light shows perfectly sharp and plain 
on the ground glass of your camera, the 
faces will also be sharp. Then take your 
lamp aWay, put your plate holder in the 
camera, draw the slide. Put out every 
light in the room and open your shutter as 
for a time exposure, hold your flash light 
about a foot back of the camera and a 
little to one side" and explode it. Before 
turning up the lights be sure and close 
your shutter and the plate ‘is ready for 
development. 

You will find instructions for the amount 
to use and method of exploding it with the 
flash powder. Be very careful to keep your 
hands away from the powder when light- 
ing, as it inflicts a painful burn. If you use 
the powder loose a wax taper is the safest 
to light with. 

I have made some very pleasing portraits 
of my friends by an ordinary window, a 
north window is best. Seat your subject 
two or three féet from the window, facing 
the camera. Have the subject so placed

ground is best. The face of the sitter will.

will be dark. To overcome this, use a 
large white card or white piece of cloth on 
an easel or clothes bars placed at such 
an angle as to throw the light up against 
the dark portion of the face, using partic- 
ular care to have the light strike up to 
relieve the heavy shadows under the eyes. 

A little practice in this lime will doubt- 
less give you surprising’ results and your 
friends will doubtless give you much en- 
couragement by becoming your willing sub- 
jects. 

About printing there is not much to be 
said, as there are so many papers on the 
market which give simple instructions for 
the use of their paper. Some papers are 
printed in the sunlight and toned and fixed 
afterward in a subdued light, while the 
new styles of paper which are becoming 
quite popular are printed by a few seconds’ 


exposure to a gas flame or electric lighi, .

This may be done 
by gaslighnt. Whatever paper you usé, fix 
well and wash p several Waters, running 
waier is best and you can not use loo much, 
The durability of a print depends greatly 
upon this, 

I have not gone into the detalii of the 
manipulation of camera, plates and paper, 
as there are many little books published on 
the subject by makers of cameras, but 
have tried to give a few hints that have 
not been touched upon in books of Insatruc- 
tion, and which have been of great bene- 
fit to me in my work, and trust Wey May 
be of some little service to you.

N ALL the world there is no institution 
like St. Stephen's Mission of St. Louis. 
This mission is to St. Louls what Hull 

House is to Chicago and what Toynbee 
Hall is to London, but it is more. It is 
the creation of Rev. Gustavus Tuckerman, 
the modest enthusiast, who stil] holds the 
place of superintendent. So unique is this 
Mission and so successful have been ig 
workings that the Department of Sociai 
Education of the Paris Exposition applied 
to the Rev. Mr. Tuckerman for plans, de- 
tails and photographs of the work. ‘These 
have already been forwarded and will be 


©pen to the inspection of the world in 1900. 


Every detail of the work is under the 
Supervision of Mr. Tuckerman, St. Ste- 
Phen’s Mission was designed for the edu- 
cation, unlifting and comfort of the poor 
by practical methods and sympathetic 
Means in hands of devoted and self-sacri- 
ficing workers. The mission is located at 
Sixth and Rutger streets, in the old French 
Market district—French no more, but de- 
cidediy German. The institution is gup- 
ported by the Protestant Dpiscopal church- 
es of St. Louis and vicinity, including the 
congregations at Kirkwood, Old Orchard 
and Ferguson. The supreme officer is the 
Rev. Daniel 8. Tuttle, Bishop of Missouri. 

Five years ago the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew raised $3000 for the purpose of 
providing hetter quarters for the mission 
and those whose time is devoted to its 
work, 

Rev. Gustavus Tuckerman has written 
for the Sunday Post-Dispatch the following 
acoount of the object and conduct of 8t. 
Btephen'’s Mission:

This is the sort of conversation occasion- 
ally overheard by residents of St. Stephen's 
Mission, wherein is housed a work which 
has been in operation since 1883, but which 
to this cay is litt!'e known or understooe¢, 
even by the members of the rel.gious body 
under whose auspices it is cayred on. This 
is doubtless due in part to its jocation. at 
Sixth and Rutger etreets, which !s seldom 
visited by residents of the northern, cen- 
tral and western parts of the city. 


To the general pubiic the words “church” 
and “‘mission’’ are familiar, and to many 
the name “social settlement” is no longer 
strange; but when the ideas suggested by 
these terms find common em bodi- 
ment and expression in one work, 
under one roof, a combination is 
presented which defies classification. A 
church always open, absolutely free, fully 
equipped for purposes of worship and re- 
ligious instruction; a mission in which at- 
tempt is made not merely to save sous, but 
to minister to the needs and legitimate 
cravings of the whole man in this present 
life; a settlement undeniably “social,” yet 
avowedly and distinctly Christian in aim 
and purpose; call it, if you please, a mission 
church, a social mission, a Christian set- 
tlement, what you will; such and yet more 
is St. Stephen's House Memorial, in the- 
ory, in intention and, measurably, in fact. 


The bullding, erected in 1897, fully paid 
for and opened for use on Christmas Day 
of that year, was the combined gifi of 
many donors in memory of departed 
friends. For 13 years the actual running 
expenses of the religious work, including 
the pastor’s salary, have beon met by the 
Episcopal Church in the diocese of Mis- 
souri, aa a gift to the people of the neigh- 
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asked and have been received in increasing 
measure, being then applied not to seif- 
support, but to the work of the diocese and 
the church in gereral. For the baths a 
small charge, barely suffictent to cover the 
expense of the water tax, laundry, soap, 
etc.. is made. 

The pupils of the sewing school and sen- 
ior cooking class and the members of some 
of the clubs pay a monthly fee of five or 
ten cents toward the purchase of materials, 
As far as poseible the pian is followed of 
making the work co-operative in accor- 
dance with the injunction, “‘Free:y ye have 
received, freely give.”’

well as trouble by baving all the family 
washing sent to an outside laundry?

Looking at the subject first from the 
patron's point of view, it was found that 
one of the greatest objections was based on 
eanitary conditions.

Nay, more. He chose as His special helpers 12 poor men, who would 
be in full sympathy with His ideas. In the Sermon on the Mount He 
outlines the new social order, its great principle being the Golden 
Rule, “Do unto others as ye would that others should do unto you.” 
His attitude to the civilization of His age was pronounced. He treated 
etisting economic conditions with fiercest indignation; social oppres- 
sions calied forth His keenest sympathy. Compassion is the key-word 
to His ministry. 

What followed? Crucifixion by the rich and powerful. But no cross 
or legion could destroy the great social ideas He had lodged in the 
heart of humanity. Idea is indestructible. First, came Pentecost, a 
religious community in which “all that believed had all things com- 
mon.” Next, out of catacombs and secret hiding places emerged 
brotherhoods of oppressed laborers, welcoming the good news taught by 
Hig followers, that all m:n were brothers, children of One Father, who 
should share equally in a new society, called the “Kingdom of God.” 
Tiere is the secret of the marvelous growth of the new faith in the

This, then, is the great. practical lesson of Christmas. We have 
forgottou the origin of our own Christianity and its secret of power. Its 
appeai is to the yearnings of the poor and oppressed. If interpreted and 
appicd now, as in. the age of its founder, its morals, philosophy and 
spirituality are sufficien: to create perfect Society, to deliver humanity 
from the evils’ that oppress it, and to assure the happiness of all men, 
Back to the manger!

ND PERSONAL RECOLLECTIONS. 
Mrs. Leland Stanford, Widow of the California Million- 
aire and Senator and Founder of the Leland 
~. Stanford, Jt., University. 


HE greatest blessing that millions can bring is the power to make 
other people happy. I have come to look upon suffering as a 
blessing, just as tenderly given as wealth, or health, or happi- 
uess. Oftentimes it is the pivot that turns an empty life into a 

useful one—a frivolous hoy or girl into an earnest, thoughtful man 
or. woman. It was through suffering that I saw the misery in the world 
that vould be alleviated, and heard the cry for help going up from thou- 
sands of throats. 

It ign’t easy to find a charity that will be of real and lasting good. 
It is simple enough to distribute money. One might stand on his stoop 
‘acd throw $20 gold pieces to a multitude every day, but it wouldn't 
necessarily do good, and would probably cultivate paupers. 

We conceived the idea to build a great university and educate little 
mefi und women whose parents couldn't afford to do it, and so fit them 
to become self-supporting. That is the way the Leland Stanford, Jr., 

WDhiversity came to be built. At present we have 1400 students, of whom 
~ 600 are girls.

It teachés them religion, too. In the university and in every kinder- 
garien they are taught a religion which will be of service to them 
through life. It is the religion of the Golden Rule. There are no creeds 
taugtit, no denominations, no sects. [ do not believe in them. It is the 
creeds and the dogmas, with their consequent dissensions and disrup- 
tions, that are drivin: the people away from the churches and driving 
all tlLought of religion from their hearts. Religion should represent 
barmony and unity and justice, and the love of God and of man; but 
that condition will never prevail so long as contrary creeds and doc- 
trines exist, and I'm glad to notice how swiftly these are crumbling 
away.

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WHAT SHALL WE DO 
WITH HAWAII? 
By Senator Shelby M. Cullom. 


NE of my first efforts at the coming session of the Senate will 
be to urge the consideration of legislation to complete the tak- 
ing in of Hawali by the United States. I have talked with 
President McKinley concerning the steps to be taken, and he 

agrees with me that there should be no delay. The government I shall 
advocate will be territorial and provide for the same representation in 
Congress that the United States has heretofore granted her territories. 

That the people of the Hawaiian Islands are qualified to manage 
cheir own affairs and are entitled to a delegate in the House of Repre- 
sentatives to voice their will no one who has a knowledge of the Ha- 
walian question should deny. The native Hawaiians are a kindly, ef- 
fectionate people, confiding and liberal, and they are intelligent to a 
degree of intelligence that has not been attained by many communities 
of the Union. For nearly 60 years they have enjoyed a constitutional 
form of government based on the American system, and, tested by any 
reasonable test, Hawaii will show. that she has a right to come under 
the principle that entitles every intelligent, American-spirited commun- 
ity to representation in the Congress of the United States. 

It is said that to permit Hawaii to have a delegate in Congress would 
be a step in the direction of permitting the territory to have at some 
time in the future Senators and Representatives in Congress; that it 
would, in fact, be a step in the direction of her admission to the Union. 
In the epinion of some pcople this idea is undesirable, because they do 
net believe that a territory separated from the mainland should ever 
be admitted as a State. These objectors declare that all territories of 
this kind should be held as colonies. In regard to this I think it would 
be a waste of words to attempt to distinguish between a territorial 
and colonial form of government under the Constitution of the United 
States 

If Hawaii were made a colony this would not prevent it from be- 
coming a State at some future time, if circumstances so determine, If, 
on the cther hand, it was made a territory this would not insure that it 
would become a State. Iu either case it might be given a government 
by whatever name called ¢ither more or less liberal than the govern- 
ments of British colonies 9r some American Territories. The real ques- 
tion is, what is the best form of goverrment for the he ta at the pres- 


i 


ent tinie, considering the needs of the islands and the farm of govern- 
ment already existing there and the interests of the United States and 
the forms of government approved by American opinion? 

Whatever is done with Hawaii cannot be regarded a precedent 
as to what shall be done with Porto Rico and the Philippines. Hawaii 
stands alone. Her case is unique. Hawaii is already/an American 
country and has been for many years. ~Her people aré American in 
spirit and totally different from the vast numbers who inhabit the other 


‘newly acquired islands and who neither appreciate nor understand re- 


publican institutions. Hawaii has enjoyed a constitutional government 
framed on the Ameri.cn system for nearly 60 years. In the very nature

Serve over rour fish on plates with po 
tate croguettes, Garnish with parsley. 


Terrapin Newburg is a delicate dish that nore 
but epicures can appreciate. It is simple to make. 
If you wish you can make in chafing dish on the 
table in front of your guests, if you care to show 
your skill, Take three nice sized terrapins and 
plunge in boiling water for five minutes. Take 
out and with a towel take off the skin of the 
legs and scrape the shell thin. Put in @ saucc- 
an with onion stuck with three cloves. Add a 
ittle salt. Cover with boiling water and cook 
till tender, which would be about one and a haif 
hours. ke out and plunge in cold water. Then 
pull the shell open. Be sure not to break the 
gall. Take the meat out and cut in neat pieces. 
Also the liver and the green fat, which are consid- 
ered choice, together with the eggs. Put in 
chafing dish with one-quarter pint of sherry, 
little nutmeg and cayenne.

- HE manner of laying a table is arly 


the same in all parts of Europe and 
the United State A center a- 
ment, whether it be a Plateau, an eperge 
or a candalabrum, is found very convenient 
and contributes so much to the appearance 
of the table that a dinner is seldom, if 
ever, set without one. sof 
There is no place where bad taste be- 
trays liself so quickly as in the arrange- 
ment of a table. It is usually evident, when 
it exists, in the ornaments. Ili - 


are clearly out of place. But family plate, 
whether carved, chased or plain, ts al- 
ways proper on a table on any occasion. 
In dessert service, rich, handsomely de- 
signed cut glass is appropriate. Foliage 
and moss in which fruit is sometimes em- 
bedded have a pleasing appearance to the 
diners. White damask of rich design and 
fine quality is absolutely necessary at a 
pretentious dinner party. It should be 
spread over green cloth. 

In serving a dinner, the used courses 
should be removed as rapidly as possible 
after the order has come for another 
course. Yet everything should be done in 
a quiet, mocest way that will not disturb 
the party at table. The same general rule 
should be followed in placing the coming 
course That is about all the Instruction 
that may be given tn this branch of a din- 
ner. The quality of the service must de- 
pend upon the experience of the waiters. 
When the task of serving a table is re- 
duced to a system, the waiters move al- 
ways under the command of a superior, 
whose direction Is final. All that is ex- 
pected of them is that they execute his 
orders expeditiously, which none but ex- 
perienced waiters can do. A good walter 
is made, not born, and while I might edu- 
cate one, I could not make one by direc- 
tions at this time. So, ff a person giving 
a dinner party wants good service, he or 
she must hire professional 
put them under a competent head. 


But good rules may be given for serving 
the wines of a menu. There is a great sci- 
ence about this, for every course usually 
has a wine that Is particularly adapted to 
it. The principal rule under this head is 
that mild wines should be served first and 
the heady ones reserved for later courses. 
The following courses should have the fol- 
lowing wines: 

With oysters and fish—Chablis or 
terne, 

With hors d'oeuvres and soups—Sherry, 
Madeira or Warsala. 

With removes or entrees—Burgundy or 
Bordeaux. 


With roast—Sparkling Champagne or Mo- 
selie.

I go with the Sisters of Mercy 
early Christmas morning and take part in 
the song service they conduct. For several 
years it has been my custom to give a 
Christmas breakfast to the prisoners. I al- 
low them to seiect whatever they like. 


Usually they ask for ples, cakes and always 
for tobacco. In sppiying the wants of these 
unfortunate men and women I find the 
keenest enjoyment that the holiday can 
bring. To me Christmas is the time when 
we should consider what we are to give 
rather than what shall we receive.

The courses should be 
served about 10 minutes apart and plenty of 
time for the disposition of each should 
elapse before the removal of used dishes 
begins. Nothing adds so much tw the en- 
joyment of food as a feeling that one has 
plenty of time in which to eat it.. During 
the removal and setting of courses, the 
work of the waiters should be cautious, as 
nearly noiselees ag possible,-and yet rapid. 
Clean silver should be produced with every 
course and the knives and forks should be 
adajted to eating what they accompany.

Consomme (pronounce kon-som-may) is 
used as a general term, instead of potage, 
for all clear, transparent soup, as con- 
sOmme a la julienne, a clear soup having 
a floating garnish of vegetables cut in 
strips. 


Oyster stew is not served in France, 
where if oysters be given for dinner they 
are always raw, or in patties.

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Three Hundred and Fifty Turkeys 


Will Be Consumed by Inmates 
of the Municipal Houses 
of Charity. . 


T ALL of the City Institutions the in- 
mates fare sumptuously on Christ- 
mas Day as compared to the other 

Gays of the year. At the very least they 
have a special dinner and a special din- 
ner means more to them than it could 
possibly mean to other people. At some of 
the institutions a turkey dinner is pro- 
vided. The trimmings are perhaps not as 
many nor as fancy as is the rule in West- 
moreland, but there is no lack of the sub- 
Stantials, which is of vastly more inter- 
est to these folks. 

The city is none too generous with these 
wards. There is provision for only one 
turkey dinner a year at each institution, 
Some of them havea it on Thanksgiving Day 
and some on Christmas. The superintend- 
ents and their staffs of employes, by the 
exercise of economy in other ways contrive 
to provide enough “trimmings’’ to make 
the feast one to be remembered all through 
the year. 

Perhaps the inmates of the Insane Asy- 
lum and the House of Refuge fare better 
on Christmas than those of any of the 
other institutions, This is so partly be- 
cause it takes Jess to please the weak- 
minded and the children. 

Superintendent Runge of the Insane Asy- 
lum bas a special fund of $600 placed at 
his disposal by the Municipal Assembly, 
to be expended at his Ciscretion in provid- 
ing entertainment for his patients. Out of 
this fund he provides a turkey dinner for 
Christmas as well as the one for Thanks- 
giving Day, which is provided out of other 
funds. There are 640 inmates of the In- 
sane Asylum and about 80 employes, and in 
order that they may have all the turkey 
they want 650 pounds is provided. Be- 
sides this, the feast is made up of one 
Darrel of cranberries, pounds of mince 
meat, 30 large loaves of bread, and rice 
pudding is fed to them until they cry 
“‘'nuff.’’ After dinner Superintendent Runge 
will distribute 300 cheroots to the men and 
100 pounds of stick candy to the women 
as his personal gift. : 

On Thursday of holiday week the an- 
nual Christmas entertainment will take 
place. There. will be a great Christmas 
tree covered with everything to delight the 
eyes of the grown-up children, songs, reci- 
tations and dancing and bushels of red 
apples will be distributed. 

There is plenty of inspiration for Super- 
intendent Nolte of the House of Refuge 
to make extraordinary preparations fvr 
Christmas. He has a few less than 40 
boys and girls under his charge in the in- 


stitution, and they aJl have an smazingiy 
strong predilection for the things that do 
pertain to Christmas. This coming Christ- 
mas the children will have no cause to com- 
Plain. There will be a Christmas tree in 
each department. Mr. Nolte calculates 
that there will be enough toys and fruit 
to go around. Mr. Nolte bas no funds at 
his disposal for toys and candy and fruit, 
but there has never been a Christmas yet 
when a member of the Board of Managers 
could not go around to the business men 
and get enough toys to make giad the 
hearts of the little ones at the Refuge. 
There has never yet been a serious lack 
of candy, either. Mr. Nolte has faith that 
there will not be this Christmas. Last 
Christmas Mr. Rutledge of the Board of 
Managers made the rounds. He procured 
donations of enough toys for each child to 
have at least one. He also brought in 300 
pounds of candy, and enough money was 
scraped up to buy an additional 300 pounds 
and the children had as much candy as 
was really good for then. 

In addition to the toys and candies Mr. 
Nolte expects to have six boxes of oranges 
and four barrels of apples to distribute from 
the Christmas trees. 


At their Christfhas ¢inner the children 
will eat 500 pounds of turkey, one barrel of 
cranberries, 2300 stalks of celery, three 
bushels of sweet potatocs, 100 pounds of 
cake and WW pounds of coffee. 

In addition to this there will be an en- 
tertainment or cantata, Mr. Nolte Coes not 
know which yet, provided. The expenge 
incident to this will be met out of a small 
fund provided for the purpuse, and then the 
boys and girls who have relatives on the 
cutside alwuys receive sceme presents, for 
no matter how bad and incorrigible the 
boy or girl has been, the hearts of the rel- 
atives soften on the day of all days and 
tckens of this softening come to the shut- 
in juvenile community. Those who have no 
relatives, and there are a good many of 
these, have to be content with what the 
managers and Superintendent Nolte are 
able to get for them. 

The 1690 inmates of the Poorhouse have 
their turkey on Christmas instead of on 
Thanksgivirg. For the Ginner on the com- 
ing Christmas Chief Clerk A. J. Sands has 
ordered 2200 pounds of turkey, eight bar- 
rels of cranberries, 40 busheis of Irish po- 
tatoes, eight barrels of apples and 12 
bunches of baranas. The dinner will be all 
the extra entertainment provided for the 
inmates of the Poerhouse. They will be 
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more than satisfied with this. A part of 
them are the incurably insane. The others 
are 211 aged persons who are to 4ecrepid to 
take interest in any other kind of Christ- 
mas “‘doings."” It may be that they would 
rather sit quietly in ‘their rooms, living 
cver in memory the Christmas times cf 
their younger and more prosperous days. 

At the City Hospital there will be no 
turkey dinner on Christmas because the 
patients had their turkey on Thanksgiving. 
The steward will provide something in the 
way of extra eating though for the 530 
patients which will show them that the 
city is not entirely unmindfn] of the sea- 
son around which so much sentiment clings. 
Most of the extra attention will come from 
the friends of the patients and from chari- 
table people. There will he special re- 
ligious services in the wards. 


At the jail there will be no turkey, but 
that will be because chicken is more expe- 
dient. Chicken will be served because it 
ean be served more handily. To each 
prisoner will be given a half of a fowl. As 
there are 210 prisoners it follows that 16 
chickens will be used. Each prisomer will re- 
ceive a pint of soup, half pint of rice pud- 
ding. ‘Three bushels of raw Irigh potatoes 
will be converted into mashed potatoes. 
Three barrels of apples will be distributed. 
Special religious services will be held in the 
jail. 

At the Workhouse there will be mighty 
little to remind the prisoners of the day. 
Beyond putting an extra noodle or two in 
the soup the culinary department will take 
ne cognizance of the day, and it is not likely 
that many of the prisoners will be reznem- 
bercd by their friends.

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CURIOUS CHRISTMAS CUSTOMS 


IN PICTURESQUE PARTS OF ST. LOUIS 


Christmas is observed in 8t., Louis. 
Germans, Italians, Syrians, Bohem- 
fans and Russians all look forward to the 
day as one of great pleasure yet their ideas 
of enjoyment are so widely distinct that 
should they trade metheods the day would 
become one of gloom, or at best tiresome. 
Yet throughout all the good, old American 
way is gaining ground and supplanting oid 
world customs. Every year that the family 
lives among English speaking people there 
js a greater falling away from the traditions 
of the fatherland. This is probably most 
gtubbornly resisted by the Germans and in 
hundreds of families of St. Louis, especiai- 
ly in the northern and southern sections of 
the city old customs still largely prevail 
as does the language of the old country. 


AMONG THE GERMANS. 


ig MANY homes a light is kept promi- 


vc appreciate how widely different 


nently displayed through the night be- 

fore Christmas Day. This is a pretty 
sentimental Saxon eustom universally prac- 
ticed throughout Northern Germany. The 
tables are spread and the lights are placed 
in windows that the Virgin Mary and the 
angels who pass when everybody sieeps may 
find a light to guide them to something to 
eat. 

The decoration of the house begins as early 
as the morning of Dec, &, in old German 
families. One room from which all save 
“die mutter’ is rigidly excluded contains 
the Christmas tree and all the presents, set 
in a shining row upon the table and hang- 
ing-from the tree. Greens are hung from 
window and door and garlands upon the 
walls. Upon the dining table a great, cold 
supper is spread. Family and guests begin 
to gather at 6 o’clock. The children’s eyes 
are glued to the sliding doors which are to 
disclose the tree. 

Six o’clock. A bell rings. Back swings 
the porta! and there it stands, resplendent 
with lights and tinsel. The presents are dis- 


tributed. Everybody kisses everybody else 


and the cares of life are forgotten. 

Then the late supper and to bed. The 
family arises late on the morning of the 
Sth, and pass the day in paying and receiv- 


ae ing visits, at which the children compare 


their presents. In the evening there is a 
dance with music. 

The societies and turnvereins entertain 
thelr members aud their families giving 
trivial present to the old people and candy 
and nuts to the children. The manner of 
giving gifts is not mich different from that 
of the English, except they are not so 
widely distributed, being rarely given out- 


- ide of the immediate family. The presents 
- themselves are generally the result of the 
_ giver’s thrift, and are given with the sole 
- tdea of their usefulness to the recipient. 

“Ornaments and jewlery are rarely seen in 


the average German Christmas offering. 
“There are thousands of families that do not 
‘adhere so closely to the old custom, but that 
is where the Americanism has crept in.

IN LITTLE ITALY. 


OW different is this from the Italian 

H little boy and girl. There is no Santa 

Claus or Kris Kringle for them. No 

day of presents, no new toys, nothing to 

brighten the day unless the father happens 

to decide upon that day to replace the rag 
doll, or the broken red wagon. 

The Italian colony that inhabits the lower 
part of the Fourth Police District will know 
little Christmas, the banana sales may be 
a trifle better the day before and the con- 
tractor may grant the laborer a holiday. 
Christmas is distinctly a day for grown per- 
sons. They £0 to mass early in the morn- 
ing and the rest of the day is passed in eat- 
ing and drinking. The table of the Italian 
laborer in America contains the variety his 
purse affords, dishes known to Americans, 
but perhaps prepared after the custom of 
sunny Italy. The principal drink is strong 
wine of grapes. It can be cheaply imported, 
or made at home from market grapes. 

Few presents will be exchanged among tne 
grown members of the family. The women 
will visit and gossip if they do not work as 
usual, while the men will congregate and 
piay tambola, which is Italian keno. The 
ball, or palleta, is rolled from a goose and 
corresponding numbers will be found on 
cards. It is a great holiday game with the 
laboring class of Itallans and especially so 
with the Sicilians, rany of whom are found 
in St. Louis’ Little Italy. The amount risked 
on the game is small. Usually one penny, 
but in “‘stiff’’ games a nickel. This will 
occupy the men and darkness will close @& 
day of wine, feasting and gambling. 


In the better class, the educated business 
men have accepted American ways and 
many have American wives. These have also 
taken into their homes the customs of this 
country and their day is passed in our man- 
ner, by the children and the grown. 

In Italy there is no Santa Claus. Gifts are 
given the children and to the grown as the 
donor sees an appropriate time. Christmas, 
though is a great occasion, the great mass 
of people being communicants of the Church 
of Rome. The celebration begins about 
Dec. 1 and is contintved until the close of the 
year In the cities there is constantly & 
magnificent pyrotechnic display and a great 
uplifting or religious spirit. 

In the homes instead. of Christmas trees, 
each family has constructed In a room 4& 
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vary with the wealth of the household. In 
the humblest home they are smali, insigni- 
cant. The very rich construct them upon 
the stages of theaters, move the figures by 
mechanism, while their friends fill the thea- 
ter and give thanks. In the mountains and 
country the religious feeling is equally 
strong, but it takes the form of humble de- 
votion at the altar of the church, which if 
the parish can afford it, may have a pano- 
rama.

IN BOHEMIA. 


HRISTMAS is a great day in Bohe- 
mia and it will be observed in the 
great St. Louis colony with all the 

solemnity and custems of the fatherland, 
The greatest number of Bohemians in St. 
Louis live in the Third District and through 
that section of the city where the tornado 
did the most damage. ‘They are a thrifty, 
saving people, and have recovered financial- 
ly sufficient to give the little ones the best 
Christmas since 189. 

The observation of the day begins on the 
94th in many families. It is a fast day. 
There is a tradition among the people that 
whosoever fasts faithfully on the 4th shail 
be rewarded by the appearance of the Chi.d- 
Christ that night in their dreams. There 
is much religion all through the Christmas 
ceremonies. Kris Kringle to the Bohemian 
child is not the bearded ole man the aver- 
age American child knows, but to their 
minds he is a little child, the Christ idea. 
On Christmas Eve the story of the nativi- 
ty is told, The house is then darkened 
as was the mangér and the liittle ones 
listen if they are to be rewarded. If a 
candle appears at the window and a low 
rap is heard then Kris Kringle has marked 
that house for a visit after all eyes are 
closed. 

The night before is often a gay oné. Bo- 
hemian girls melt lead and drop it into a 
bucket of cold water. The drops of metal, 
if the girl is favored by fortune, will in- 
dicate the likeness of ber future husband. 

Another custom is to cut an apple through 
the middie as you would cut the earth at 
the equator. If the seeds and ceils at the 
core form a star the year will be happy 
and prosperous; if a cross is made crosses 
will be your burden, and if there be nei- 
ther formation the outlook is gloomy and 
death may soon come. 

Kernels of large nuts, such as English 
walnuts, dropped in a pail of water also 
tell what the coming year have in store. 
If they float your life will be spared, if 
they sink death is supposed to be at hand. 

On Christmas morn the good Bohemian 
goes to mass three times, although the 
church compels but one attendance. The 


mass at 4 o'clock and the high mass later’ 


in the morning are the most largely ai- 
tended.. Im the afternoon there are vesper 


The Christmas tree is tn the home and

RUSSIAN CUSTOMS. 
YITH the Bohemians Russians who 

W bave accepted the Church of Rome 

will celebrate in precisely the same 
manner. Down on Second strect, just 
north of Soulard, is a colony of Russians 
who still cling to the Greek Church, the 
established churen of Russia. They will 
celebrate in their own manner ané at their 
own time, for their calendar is the state 
calendar of the Czar’s empire. To Amer 
icans it is known as the Julian calendar 
and contains 13 days more to the year 
than that arranged for us by the good Pope 
Gregory. Therefore they will not observe 
Christmas until 13 days after we and their 
brothers who have joined the Church of 
Rome do. 

Christmas Evs is an !mportant event. As 
soon as the evening star appears above the 
horizon « colatzia, or supper, is served. A 
long table is covered with straw. Over this 
a cloth is laid on which the samovar is 
placed, together with what meats the mas- 
ter Of the house has provided and differ- 
ent kind of cakes. The feast begins by di- 
viding the blessed wafer, a small portion 
of which is given to each person present. 
This is a sacred rite in which none dare 
refuse to participate. The head of the 
family is given his share first and the re- 
maining members are served according to 
thelr ages. At the conclusion of the even- 
ing star celebration it Is customary in the 
oid country to call on some nobleman or 
wealthy merchant and take from his tree 
presents with which they decorate their 
own trees at home. There is no rich burgher 
in the St. Louls settlement, nor is there a 
Greek church, and it is doubtful if the day 
will be observed with any formality. 


POLISH OBSERVANCE. 


Hii Poles in Central and South 8t. 

T St. Louls will observe Christmas 

much as do the Bohemians, with 
masses and presents and trees. Kris Krin- 
gie is known to the children and they will 
hang their stockings to the bedpost or 
place small boxes on the hearth. It is be- 
lieved among Poles that on Christmas 
night the heavens are opened and the scene 
of Jacob's laddér is re-enacted. The Poie 
believes his life and thoughts are too wicked 
to permit them to behold this vision, and 
that that privilege is given only to the 
saints. The day is spent calling and re- 
ceiving visitors. Presents are given to the 
children and the grown folks content them- 
selves in watching their enjoyment or re- 
calling other days in the fatherland. 


WHAT SYRIANS DO. 


HE Syrian colony is on Second street 

q 8 near Gratiot. It is not large and 
after the morning mass it will pass 

the day in idleness. It is explained that 
the midnight mass, the week of prayer and 
devotion, the hanging of stockings to the 
bed, the drinking of wine and feasting be- 
long to the old country, and in deserting 
it they say they have broken from its cus- 
toms. The law of the church in this land 
compels the hour of mass be set at 4 a. m. 
This does not appeal to the average Syrian, 
who has been accustomed to attending 
church at midnight and remaining there un- 
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and with an eloquent wave of the hand an- 
nounces that so long as American ideas are 
to prevail he will celebrate as he sees fit. 
Notwithstanding this some presenis wil) be 
Siven and the day, being one of enforced 
idleness, will most probably be given over 
to drinking and feasting. 

“We may take too much; who knows”'’ 
said one dark-skinned woman. “But they 
do it in America, and we live here. It is 
not like in the country way beyond the sea. 
There we should have been happy in our 
way. We won't be very happy here.” 


CHRISTMAS SWEETS. 


Walnuts. 

PLIT English wainuts in halves, tak- 
ing care not to crush the shelis, and 
remove the meats. Gild the outside 

of the halved shells and dry them. 

These make dainty receptacies for small 
gifts, jewelry, money, candies, raisins or 
caraway seeds. Fill a half shell with the 
gift or candies, insert a loop of baby ribbon 
by which to hang the nut to the tree and 
glue to it the corresponding half shell. 

For variation the shells may be painted 
to represent old women’s faces and a fian- 
nel dress attached, which makes of them 
penwipers or needig-books; or they may 
contain amusing mottoes and be placed, 
ungiided, with other nuts at dinner. 

Sugared Popcorn. 
S ere POPCORN can be made in 


several ways. 

For molasses popcorn, take a half 
cupful of granulated sugar and a cupful of 
New Orleans molasses, a small piece of 
butter. Boll over the fire, stirring occa- 
sionally, until the syrup threads; then pour 
it slowly over the loose popcorn, mixing the 
corn with @ spoon, so as to distribute the 
syrup evenly. If one desires it can be 
moided.into balls or served loose in a bowl. 

Maple popcorn balis are made in the 
same way, using maple syrup instead of 
molasses. 

A plain sugar syrup, colored with a Iit- 
tle cochineal water, may also be used, and 
the bright pink popcorn will delight the

Ts gayest candy bags are made of 
tarletan in shades of red, biue, pink 
and green. These are cut squar?, ob- 
long, stocking-shaped or circular, ar& em- 
broidered in tinsel and have a drawing 
string of baby ribbon or colored worsted.

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“IT have been the purchasing agent for «@ 
number of families in the West Bnd since 
last April. I had been confined to my room 
for almost a year with an injured arm 
and I studied and studied about what I 
could do to make a living. I had to find 
something that I could do without using 
my arm, so one day the thought occurred 
to me that I might be able to go to market 
for people who were too busy ta go om- 
selves. 

“T went out among the wealthy per 
I could do, 1 go 
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to their homes and find out what they 
want. This takes more time than one 
might think. 

“I get down to Union Market about 8 or 
8 o'clock and I am kept very busy from 
then on until 12 or 1 o'clock. All the pur- 
chases must get out on the 2 o’clock wag- 
ons, and when I get through I am always 
worn out. 

“It’s quite a task to buy for one farily, 
as housekeepers know, and when it comes 
to buying for several it is really a big task. 
I am,, so far as I know, the only person 
in St. Louis engaged In buying table sup- 
plies for families. 

“I néver knew until after I had engaged 
in this business that it was followed by a 
number of ladies in Bastern cities. One 
of my customers went East last summer 
amd she inquired about it. When she came 
home, shé told me that a number of ladies 


were pes = So I am and that some of 
\ them eron b t dry goods, stoves, furni- 
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ture and anything used in homes. She 
told me that some would even look up 
young couples about to be married and 
make a contract to act as purchasing agent 
in fitting up the house. 

“T have to walk to the homes of my 
customers, so I can’t handle very many. I 
had to turn away three customers last 
week. People often ask me how I come to 
think of doing this, but you know one can 
think of a good many things when a Hliv- 
ing has to be made, I like the work, it 
gives me outdoor exercise and I think it’s 
much better than to be shut up in some 
store or factory. 


A Boston Marketer. 
ISS ELIZABETH ARNOLD of Bos- 
ton is a co-operative marketer. 
She is employed by fourteen fami. 
lies, and her aggregate salary ip $2800 a 
year. There may be other co-operative 
marketers, a RO Arnold has not yet 
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heard of them. She tells how she estab- 
lished her unique business: 

“I begun with three families, friends, 
who agreed to allow me to do thelr mar- 
keting and profit by the per cent which 
I could induce the market men to allow, 
after the manner of a shopping agent. 
That plan didn’t work well, and I finally 
induced them to try me for six months 
on a salary—$100. At the end of the time 
agreed upon ajl the parties concerned—my- 
self included—were so well pleased with 
the result that I contracted for a year. 

“Realizing that the larger the quantities 
of provisions I could buy,the cheaper they 
would be, I set about to find other patrons. 
I succeeded in getting 10 families on the 
same terms, and since that time four others 
have been added to my list. These last ad- 
ditions I would like to say, however, came 
to me I did not solicit their orders, be- 
cause I really did not care to take more 
than 10. 


“My work is so systematized that I can 
tell you just how I manage it now, though 
when I first began I fancy it would have 
been difficult to make any one understand 
my many maneuvers. 

“First, of course, I visit each patron, find 
out just what they wish for the next y. 
Next morning I go to the market with, my 
lists, examine meats, fish, vegetables, fruits 
or whatever I am to buy, and give my, or- 
ders. 

“Of course I see that every article is|\ the 
very Dest of its kind, and buying in ch 
large quantities the dealers are willing to 
allow me the discounts they give emall 
dealers. My patrons get the benefit of this 
discount, so, of course, their supplies come 
to them cheaper. Besides a reduction in 
price by buying at the market instead of 
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the corner grocers, they get everything as 
fresh as it can be bought, and have «a 
much greater variety to select from. 

“Certainly my experience tells, and I am 
better able to select good provisiong than 
the average cook or even mistress, though 
it is very seldom these days that either 
of them g0 to market. As a rule they con- 
tent themselves with ordering through 
their grocer and butcher, and take what- 
ever he brings them at whatever price he 
charges. 

“My work, as a rule, is all done 
the morning before 10 o'clock. Generally 
my actual marketing is over at 8:30 
o'clock; then I start out on my round of 
calls to receive orders for the next day. 
I make it a point, of course, to visit my 
14 households each day and you can easily 
understand how busy I am between 8:3 
and 10 o'clock. However, they are all 
quite near together, so | manage it very 
comfortably

With one exception, the Field 
Club, which is near the Chain-of-Rocks, 
these clubs are all located in a general 
direction west of St. Louis, in St. Louis 
County. At each there will be Christmas 
celebrations, but the exact nature of the 
festiviites has not been determined beyond 
“‘a dinner, some golf, a little shooting,’’ 
ahd maybe a fox chase or two. 

“The Country Club has not vat dater- 
mined on its programme ror the Chirst- 
mas festivities,” said Mr. Dart G. Taylor,

be a paper chase or a hunt of some king on 
the Saturday preceding Christmas Day, a 
house party Christmas Day and possibly a 
ball in the evening or Saturday evening.

THE COUNTRY. 

The St. Louls Country Club Is regarded 
as approaching more nearly the perfection 
of what a country club aims at than any 
other organization in the country. It's 
nearness to the city gives it the advantage 
of a city club, without detracting from its 
attractions as a country club. The club- 
house and grounds are situated in St. Louis 
County, near Clayton, and may be reached 
from the center of the clty in Httle more 
than an hour's ride on an electric road. 

The house was built by the club. It Is 
complete in every respect. The stable ac- 
commodates hundreds of horses. The 
grounds occupy 32% acres. There are polo 
grounds and golf links, tennis courts and 
obstacles for steeplechasers. 

The membership of the club is limited to 
2. There is a waiting list of 22. The dues 
are $80 per year and each member is: re- 
quired to own at least one share of stock. 
The par value of this stock is $300. The 
transfer fee of $0 makes the actual cost 
of a share Of stock $3). 

FIELD. 

. The St. Louls Field Club was the second 
country club organized. Two years ago this 
December it invaded the field which up to 
that time the Country Club had occupied 
exclusively. It was the fererunner of the 
several which are now in existence. It 
Was incorporated in December, 1897. Tie 
initiative was taken by’ D. O. Ives, O. Q. 
Kennett, John 8S. Carter and a few others. 
They were all enthusiastic golf players, and 
thought the time had come for the organ- 
ization of another outdoor club. While it 
Was organized to provide facilities fur in- 
dulgence in all kinds of field sports, it has 
been up to this time practically a golf club. 
That has been the only game played, be- 
cause the interest in golf has transcended 
that In all other games. There are traps 
on the grounds for shootiag, but they are 
not used. 

The clubhouse te at Field Club Station, on 
the Burlington Railroad, nine miles out of 
Union Station. It is prettily situated on the 
hilltop back of the Chain-of-Rovcks, about 
a mile from the river on a straight line, 
There is a ‘ine View from the veranda of 
of the river south from the 
Chain-of-Rocks. 

it ia reached by the Burlington, all the 
“waing.of which stop at the little station, 


or by conveyance or wheel along the Belle- 
fantaine road, whtch i sthe extension north- 
ward of Broadway. On pleasant afternoons 
in the summer a great many of the mem- 
bers drive or wheel out to the club grounds. 

The clubhouse is practical rather than 
ornate. There are no sleeping apartments. 
Originally it consisted cf four rooms and 
the veranda. There was a reception room, 
a dressing recom for lad‘tes and one for 
men, and a kitchen. It was designed to 


accommodate about 60, which was the mem- 


bership of the club at the outset. The 
membership steadily grew and it became 
necessary to expand the clubhouse from 
time to time. The membership is now 175. 
The limit is fixed at 29. The clubhouse is 
now about 90 feet long. ‘There is, a cafe, 
and additional dressing rooms. There are 
130 lockers in these. The veranda has aiso 
been widened. 

In the spring it is the mtention to build 
a new clubhouse on more ornate lines, with 
sleeping accommodations and all the usuai 
club accesscrles. Tennis courts and other 
things will be added as there is a demand 
for them, but eftort will first be expended 
in perfecting golf links, 

The play at the links during the past sca- 
son demonstrated how great is the inter- 
est in the game. There was playing every 
day. There were seldom less than 20 pev- 
ple on’ the links and frequently, on pleas- 
ant days, from 70 to i00. 

Among the most enthusiastic members 
of the club and the most expert players 
are O. Q. Kennett, J. G. McGee, John 8. 
Carter, Robert D. Markham, F. H. Sem- 
ple, Dr. J. B. Newby, Charles Scudder, 
Stewart Stickney and Walter McKittrick. 

Ladies are admitted to membership, but 
up to this time only two or three have 
availed themselves of the privilege. Many 
of the women relatives of tne maie mcm- 
bers, though, are enthusiastic and skillful 
players. 

Phe present officers of the club are D. 
O. Ives, president; B. J. Taussig, vice- 
president; A. T. Perkins, treasurer, am & 
Bissell, secretary. J. G. Miller, John. 8. 
Carter, O. Q. Kennett, Henry Kehlor, Jr., 
and R. D. Markham compose the Board of 
Directors. The initiation fee is $2 and the 
annua] dues are $25. 


ALGONQUIN. 


The Algonquin Golf Club was organized 
last spring. Its membership is limited by 
its constitution to 100 gentlemen, and its 
lists are now about full, Its officers are 
Thomas C. Young, president; Albert Ed- 
wards, vice-president, and Kent Jarvis, 
secretary and treasurer. Tudor Wilkinson 
and B. H. Payne are directors. 

The club is now devoted exclusively to 
golf, having, it is said, the finest links in 
the vicinity of St. Louls. But its mem- 
bers are agitating a movement to make it 
a general country club, and they belleve 
this will be done within a year. The plan 
is to purchase a large tract of land mid- 
way between Kirkwood and: Clayton, and 
erect an $8000 clubhouse im a suituble lora- 
tion. If this is accomplished, the consti- 
tution will probably be amended t allow 
a larger number of members. 

The club has not yet celebraged a Christ- 
mas, consequently has no eustoms for that 
scason. But the game committee has an- 
nounced its purpose to arrange gome golf 
games between the club’s best players for 
Christmas week. Games will be assigned 
for every day of the holiday season. If 
the weather ien't suitable for the mutch 


games, the programmes ‘will be filled out 
by playing of less importance. The club- 
house is an old station on the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad, 10 miles from St. Lwuis, 
and is too small to hold indoor parties of 
any size. The only amusement that the 
club will have, therefore, will be of an 
outdoor character. 


LOG CABIN. 

The Log Cabin Club is the newest of St. 
Louis’ fleld clubs. Though it has not been 
long in existence and is not yet in perfect 
working order, it promises to rival the ojd- 
er organizations. 

The headquarters of this club are on the 
Clayton road, two and cne-half miles west 
of the city limits. . 

There is a beautiful and spacious club- 
house fitted with everything needful at a 
club for gentlemen. ‘The grounds embrace 
nearly 100 ucres and Include fine golf links. 
The credit for forming the club belongs 
largeiy to Thomas K. Niedringhaus, who 
was elected president when it was organ- 
ized, three months ago. It already has a 
good golf club, and polo and hockey clubs 
are in course of formation. 

No Christmas pregramme has yet been 
outlined. 

The Log Cabin Club is distinctively a 
family organization, in that there is always 
weicome and diversion there for ladies us 
well as for men. Its membership is drawn 
principally from the families of men who 
belong also to the St. Louis Club, though 
it is not Limited to these. A number of 
its members also belong to the St. Louis 
Country Club. 

JOCKEY. 

Concernirg the St. Louis Jockey Ciub 
Wayman ©. MoCreery said: 

“While this organization is called the 
Jockey Club, it snould be understood that 
its relation to the race track Is of secondary 
importance, During the summer months, 
or more definitely, during the racing sea- 
son, the clubhouse is patronized by the club 
members, their fasmilies and guests, who 
wish to come out for an afternocn’s sport 
at the track. In summer it is just as ex- 
clusive as it is in winter, when it is mostly 
trequented. 

‘The Jockey Club enjoys the double ad- 
vantage of being both a town anda coun- 
try club. It is by no means in the sub-

‘The attendance at the club every day, 


is large. The golfing parties and polo par- 
tles in the autumn n are supplemented every 
afternoon by the carriages and other traps, 
driven out by the members. Many of these 
ladies and gentlemen stay for dinner in- 
formally, and almost as many more make 
the trip especiaily. Frequently during the 
winter the clubhouse is open in the evening 
for private entertainments.

FLORISSANT.

The Florissant Valley Club was formed 
shortly after the Country Clubhouse was 
burned last spring. While their new ciub 
house was being built the old Clayton man- 
sion near the burned building was used by 
the County Club. Pleased with the simple 
and homelike life in the: old. mansion Mr. 
Frank D. Hirschberg, W. P. H. Turner and 
other gentlemen, all members of the 
Country Club, concluded to found a country 
club of limited membership, to be conducted 
similar to the country homes in the old 
Dominion. Simplicity and comfort was. to 
be the keynote of the Florissant Valey 
Country Club. 

The old Lucas homestead, 
mandy, was leased. The house has 12 
large rooms. Fifty acres around the house 
was secured and splendid golf links were

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Ania’ constructed. Servants’ quarters and shoot- 
ing grounds were provided. Three traps 
for clay pigeons accommodate the 
gunners. On rainy days the 2000-volume 
library and large billiard rvom are favored 
spots. 

Situated on a hill the windows of the 
clubhouse sweep the horizon for miles. The 
Wabash Railroad, Suburban street railway 
and the noted Natural Bridge rock road 
put the grounds within easy reach of the 
city. 

April 4, 1898, the charter for the club was 
issued by the Secretary of State at Jef- 
ferson City. Then the clubhouse was 
fitted out and the Florissant Valley Club 
was a fact. Conforming to the desire for sim- 
ple ways, old Aunt Betty, who had learned 
her art in Southern homes “befo’ de wah,”’ 
was given charge ofthe kitchen. Several 
colored waiters aid her in the serving of 
the 7 o’clock dinner, that to the hungry 
golfers seems the acme of good cookery.

If the costumes don’t fit 
the children, so much the better, they will 
draw a laugh, and every one knows that a 
laugh at the opening of a performance puts 
the audience in good humor at once. 

I should suggest that some one who is 
familiar with pantomines give the children 
ideas. Let them produce something from 
Mother Goose or Robinson Crusoe. They 
can work the thing out in half a dozen re- 
hearsala. 

Just think of the fun the older folks will 
have arranging the stage and the costumes. 
Think how proud every parent will be of 
his or her child who participates. Think 
of the night when the pantomime fs given. 
Even those who have drilled the children 
will be as interested as those who do not 
know what is to come. Probably there are 
poor children dependent upon your bounty;

ULE is from an old Norse word, giul— 
Y a wheel. The old black letter alman- 
acs marked Christmas with a wheel. 
The primitive church identified its own 
great festival with that period of mirth- 
making and rejoicing, handed down from 
the time of the Roman saturnalia, the time 
of year when the sun wheels on his up- 
ward climb. So among the Christmas rites, 
made sacred by time-honored custom which 
had come down from Pagan times, the 
burning of the yule clog or log is one of 
the most expressive of the meaning of what 
Christ is to Christianity. The block of wood 
means something more than comfort and 
joy for the body—in its burning it signifies 

the rising of the Light of the World. 


So I use the wheel or circles, the circle 
having another well known meaning as 
being typical of eternity. I place within 
the wheel the cross, representing the appli- 
cation to Christ, of the traditional yule. 

Again applying the’ traditional idea that 
the torch that set the log ablaze should be 
applied by one as pure as the snow, coupled

St. Louis is a great place for Christmas 
delicacies anyway. In the holiday season 
she draws upon half a dozen states for 
game and kindred delicacies without which 
a Christmas table would look bare and deso- 
late. Last year according to accurate tig- 
ures 90,000 turkeys were consumed in St. 
Louis on Christmas Day. 

Pp. M. Kiely says that this year 100,000 will 
be consumed. 

Taking five as the number of persons in 
the average family this number of turkeys 
will feed 500,000 persons. This will leave at 
least 160,000 persons in St. Louis who will 
have no turkey for their dinner on Christ- 
mas Day. Mr. Kiely. says that the ma- 
jority of these will have chicken as a sub- 
stitute and that the sales of this fowl will 
amount to about 30,000. 

The very rich will add to their feast of 
turkey, quail, grouse and venison all of 
which, however, will have a much slower 
sale than the great American bird, which 
gives way to another fowl only on the

ANNIBAL, Mo., the scene of Mark Twain's story 
of the “Adventures of Tom Sawyer and His 
Friend Huckleberry Finn,” is one of the oldest 
towns on the Mississippi River. In the palmy days of 
«teamboating, before the advent of the raflroads, its 
levee was always lined with big sidewheelers. The 
old part of the town is almost the same as it was 
when Mark Twain lived in it. There are the same 
quaint old brick houses of a bygone day, with smal! 
window-panes and high sloping roofs. The house in 
which Mark Twain spent his boyhood, the printing 
office in which he learned his trade, the buildings in 
which he worked are all standing to-day, unchanged, 
From the age of three years until he was nearly 
twenty and went on the river to learn to be a steam- 
boat pilot, Mark Twain lived in this old town. Nine 
years ago, the occasion of his last visit to Hannibal, 
he looked about and wondered that it was the same. 

In Hannibal are many men and women who went 
to school with Mark Twain. These are old men now 
and their memories are dulled, but all are proud of 
the distinction of having been his playmates. 

Among the old landmarks of Hannibal shown with 
pride to visitors is the house in which Mark Twain 
lived, the printing office in which he worked, the old 
church in which he went to Sunday-school, the house 
in Craig’s alley in which Huck Finn’s prototype lived 
and Tom Sawyer’s cave, a mile and a half below the 
city on the river bank, The island on which Tom Saw- 
yer spent the night after he ran away from home is 
to be seen on the shining river below the city, and 
Holliday’s Hill, Soap Hollow, Wildcat Corners and 
Lover’s Leap are all places either connected with 
“Tom Sawyer’ or Mark Twain's boyhood. 

Probably the most interesting of all the boyhood 
friends of Mark Twain in Hannibal is Mrs. Laura 
Frazer, his first sweetheart. Mrs. Frazer is a widow, 
and for a long time has been the matron of the Home 
for the Friéndless. She is still a handsome, sprightly 
woman and speaks of Mark Twain with the utmost 
frankness and friendliness. When a lad Mark Twain 
was evidently very fond of her, although he was not a 
soy given to seeking the society of girls. Mrs. Frazer's 
name was Laura Hawkins, and she lived across the 
street from Mark Twain. The two children grew up 
together, together they went to school and Sunday- 
school, and they made mud pies and built houses 
from blocks. When they became old enough they

Mark Twain has never forgotten the little sweet- 
heart of his boyhood days. Long after he left Hanni- 
bal and began to write, the impress of their association 
was upon him, and he embodied her childish charac- 
ter in Becky Allison in “Tom Sawyer.’’ Later again 
he used her in “The Gilded Age,’’ and this time he 
used her name, Laura Hawkins. Mrs. Frazer says 
that there are many points of resemblance between 
her life and that of the Laura Hawkins in the book 
up to her twelfth year, when the character in the book 
diverges from that of the original. In speaking of 
Mark Twain’s boyhood she says that she recognizes 
many of his own boyhood pranks in the story of Tom 
Sawyer. The story of how Tom won the bibles in 
Sunday-school by swapping tickets is absolutely true. 

When Sam Clemens was between nineteen and twen- 
ty years of age he left the printing shop and went | 
with Capt. Bart Bowen to learn to be a pilot. This 
apprenticeship consumed two years, and Sam “learned 
-the river’? between St. Louis and New Orleans and 
picked up many of the quaint sayings that later ap- 
peared in his writings, along with his nom de plume, 
“Mark Twain,” a river phrase. After he took to the 
river Sam Clemens seldom visited Hannibal. The last 
time he was there was to attend the funeral of his 
mother. At that time he drove about the town looking 
at all the landmarks fanmilliar to his boyhood days 
and visiting his old friends. Just before leaving town 
he borrowed a hatchet and drove to his old home on 
Bird street. There he chopped a piece of clapboard 
from the side of the house and bore it away with him 
as a souvenir of his early boyhood,

“Yes, I reckon Sam is a great literary man. _ I 


he d to talk and fool about things when he was a 
boy. hy, that book was the biggest nonsense I ever 
read. The idea of his standing and weeping over 
Noah’s grave, and stuff like that. But that was the 
way Sam used to make fun of things when he was a 
boy. 

“I remember when he used to come to our farm 
every summer. He was a pale, sickly boy who did a 
lot more thinking than was good for him. He was a 
great tease. He used to catch those little green 
garter-snakes and hang one over a stick and chase 
me and the other girls around. Then, to show us that 
there was no farm in them, he would take a snake 
in his hand and put it in his pocket. The snake would 
try to crawl out, and as soon as Sam would find it 
poking its head out he would stuff it back again. 
When we were children we used to think that the 
forked tongue of a snake was its poison stinger, but 
Sam knew better, amd he used to terrify us girls by 
holding the snake’s head in one hand and letting it 
throw its forked tongue against the back of his other 
hand, At the same time he would: give us a comic 
lecture on the habits of the snake in his slow, drawl- 
ing voice. / ; 

“As a boy Sam was also a great lover of cats. He 
always had a cat of his own, and when he came to 
the farm every summer to visit us he would bring his 
cat with him. When he arrived at the farm father 
would lift his big carpet bag out of the wagon and 
then would come Sam with a basket in his hand. Tis 
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basket he would allow no one except himself to carry. 
In the basket would be his pet cat. This he had 
trained to sit beside him at the table. His cat always 
had very good manners, and Sam would feed it at in- 
tervals and not allow it to help itself or become im- 
Patient at the table. He would play contentedly with 
a& cat for hours, and his cats were very fond of him 
and very patient when he tried to teach them tricks. 

“The thing I remember best about Sam as a boy 
was his habit of walking in his sleep. This was 4 
terror to the whole family, and they could not break 
him of the habit. He would get up in the middle of 
the night and take all the bedclothes and hide them 
very carefully from the robbers he thought were £0- 
ing to steal them. Then he would go to bed and lie 
there shivering in his sleep until the cold woke him 
up, when he would cry and call for his: mother. It 
would take her an hour hunting through the house to 
find the bedclothes again, so carefully would Sam hide 
them. One night my father found Sam out in the 
stable in his nightgown. He was astride the old gray 
horse. He was yelling like a wild Indian and thought 
he was running a race, while old Gray just pricked his 
ears and paid no more attention to Sam’s fool tricks 
than the rest of us. 


Sam's Sweet Disposition. 


“Sam had the sweetest disposition of any boy I ever 


plained, and just loafed around and didn’t say much 
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except to drawl out something funny once in a while. 
As he grew older, however, he began to pick up, and 
when he started to learn the printing business with 
his brother Orion in Hannibal he Had grown quite 
strong and healthy. 7 

“Sam had two brothers, Orion and Henry. Henry 
was the youngest. After Sam went on the river he 
teased his mother to let Henry learn to be a pilot too. 
She consented, and Henry set out with Sam. One trip 
they went to New Orleans, where Sam got into a 
quarrel with the captain and left the boat. Henry 
stayed by it, however, and when it got near Memphis 
the boiler exploded and Henry was badly scalded. 
Sam brought him to Hannibal, where he died a few 
days afterward. Had Sam not had his qtarrel with 
the captain it is quite likely he would have met 
Henry’s fate and the world would never have had its 
Mark Twain. The death of Henry was a great blow 
to Sam, who always blamed himself as the indirect 
cause of his death in having persuaded his brother to 
go into the steamboat business. 

“When Sam was learning to print in Orion’s office 
in Hannibal there was an apprentice there by the 
name of Jim Wolf. Jim was the butt of all of Sam’s 
practical jokes. Sam used to sit up nights thinking 
of tricks to play on Jim. It used to be Jim’s work to 
make the composition rollers. This was done in the 
back yard in a big kettle over a fire. Jim was very 
bashful, and when he saw a girl coming he nearly 


died of blushes. When Jim was out making rollers

His son Samwel was born in the hamlet of Florida, 
Mo., on Nov. ® 1835. 

While he was yet a morsel of a child his father 
moved to Hannifal, another Missouri village. It is re- 
lated by a relatite that the elder Clemens, who was 
very absent-mindad, drove off with his elder children 
and his household \belongings, quite overlooking small 
Samuel, who was haking mudpies at the rear of the 
deserted house. T little fellow’s maternal grand- 
father discovered h and rode with him eight miles 
after the migrating family. 

John Marshall Clemens died in 1847, just after his 
election as county judge. That was the end of Sam's 
education in the academic sense. It became his duty 
48 well as diversion f haunt the office of the village 
newspaper conducted|by Orion Clemens, his eldest 
brother. 

To the student of Cause and effect the year 1857 
stands out as one of the most momentous in his en- 
tire career, for it was then that he launched himself 
upon the waters of the Mississippi, to acquire those

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rich and vivid impressions that were to give him his 
first bent for the use of a pen instead of a composing 
stick. 

But the civil war put an end to that. Clemens 
found his*occupation gone after running a blockade 
that ended in the chimneys of his proud side-wheeler 
being perforated by Federal cannon. 

He joined the Confederate forces under Gen. Tom 
Harris, and resigned after two weeks with the ex- 
planation that as a result of incessant retreating he 
was “incapacitated by fatigue.” 

Orion Clemens was appointed Secretary of the new 
territory of Nevada, and took brother Samuel with 
him in the ornamental capacity of private secretary.. 
In the raw-edged civilization of the frontier the fu- 
ture humorist acquired more highly colored experi- 
ences. He vainly sought fortune as. a prospector and 
miner until his occasional] letters to the Virginia City 
Territorial Enterprise won for him the position of 
legislative correspondent at Carson City; in addition 
to which he was local editor. 
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To his political letters, which were biting in their 
personal reflections, he first signed tb. pseudonym 
that was to become famous. The words “mark 
twain’’ were a danger signal when soundings were 
being taken from @Mississippi boat, for they indicated 
that the water was only two fathoms deep. 

The fitful energy that had enabled him to become &@ 
pilot did not serve him here. At the end of six 
months—this was in 1864—he and his employer by 
mutual consent ceased trying to reconcile his temper- 
ament with routine newspaper work. In the spring 
of 186 he became interested with Bret Harte in the 
Californian, and wrote some humorous sketches good 
enough to be copied in Eastern papers. Then his 
nomadic instincts led him into the Sierras to seek 
gold. 

Returning to civilization with indifferent resources 
in 1866 he gladly availed himself of an opportunity to 
journey to the Sandwich Islands in order to “write 
up’’ the sugar indu@try for the Sacramento Union. 

On hig return from the islands Mark Twain's ad- 
mirers in San Francisco prevailed upon him to leo- 
ture on his experiences. It was with the deepest re- 
luctance that he contronted his first audience—gaunt, 
shaggy, hesitating of speech, awkward of gesture. 

Of his writings at that time the “Jumping Frog’ 
leaped into instant popuiarity. This led up to his ex- 
cursion to Europe in 1867 on the Quaker City, which 
he undertook as correspondent of the Alta California.
